reappeared 
with

drawn revolver and fired at Loshley, the 
ball taking effect on the left aide of the face, 
near the end of the nose, and passing through 
the head emerged at tbe base of tbe brain 
back of the left ear. 
LoBhley fell to the side­ 
walk and expired in a few minutes. 
La 
Fever was immediately taken in charge and 
escorted to the jail. 
Loshley was well liked, 
and a cry for a mob was raised, but the bet­ 
ter judgment prevailed, and the crowd dis­ 
persed. 
Loshley was a native of Georgia, 
and about 54 years old. 
He leaves a wife 
and several children. 
An inquest is now be­ 
ing held on the body.

L a t e r —A courier has just arrived from 
Carbo and states that the troops are os a 
fresh trail in pursuit of the Iudians, and ex­ 
pect an encounter to-night. 
T u c s o n , March 233.—A Charleston special 
says : 
William Murray, W. G. Woolen,

Armstrong 
were killed at the Clark coal camp, in the 
Huachuca mountains, by a band of Apaches 
from Sonora r umbering about twenty-one. 
A special from Total Wreck says: The

ains, and a Frenchman and four Mexicans 
have bean billed. 
The bodies were brought 
into Total Wreck. 
Others are supposed to 
be killed. 
Troops have been sent out.

T u c s o n , March 233.—A Charleston (A. T ) 
special Bays : Following are facts given by 
men who were at ths camp at the time of the 
attack. 
The 
Indians, numbering 
about 
twenty, came from the south. 
About dark 
thsy encountered Owens and Woltoib, who 
were cutting wood half a mile above the 
camp, and killed them. 
Then meeting Mur­ 
ray a short distance further up the creek, who 
was looking for a b o w , they fired upon and 
killed him. 
Oae of the nflfo, named McFar­ 
land, engaged in making a pit close by, hear­ 
ing the firing, ran, and succeeded in makisg 
his escape, although the Indians fired some 
twenty shots at him. 
There were four men 
in camp, who, although having heard the 
shooting, were not alarmed, supposiug that 
their companions were shooting turkeys, until 
Armstrong fell with a bullet through his 
heart, exclaiming, “ I am killed. 
Lookout, 
boyB.” Two of them ran in ti the tent. 
Childs, who bad the only gun in cusp , ran 
down the creek pist the Indians, but finding 
that because of the darkness he could not get 
a shot at them, returned up the creek andhid 
in a small dugout near the tent. The Indians 
had stepped behind a corral about thirty feet 
from the tent, and called out in English and 
Spanish for the men to come out. N ot doing 
so, the Indians fired into the tent, and, see­ 
ing no movement, two of them ran toward it, 
the foremost one 
receiving a ball from 
Childs’ rifle, who at that moment fired l.-nm 
the dugout. 
Tne Indians returned Childs’ 
fire, ODe bullet cutting his hatband, _ another 
shattering his riflsstock. 
Tne Indians, be­ 
coming confused at his firing, ran qff._ Mc­ 
Farland, in the meantime, had made his way 
six miles to Evans’ camp to warn Mr. Miles, 
who was to arrive there with his family that 
evening ; but he did not, having been de­ 
layed. 
Upon receipt of the news at Fort 
Huachuca, Major Nolan sent a detachment 
of 
soldiers to protect the 
women and 
children 
at Igo’s ranch, 
while 
Cspiain 
Madden, 
with 
a 
company, 
proceeded 
to the coal camp. 
The dead Indian was rec­ 
ognized as a former scout in the Government 
service. 
The funeral of the four men killed 
took place this afternoon, 
A large wagon, 
with an eight-horse team, draped in mourn­ 
ing, convoyed them to their last resting- 
place, followed by a large number of mourn­ 
ers. 
While the ceremonies were being observed, 
a report was received that four more victims 
had been brought into Total Wreck.

Mexicans. 
Thsy were found within 100 
yards of each other. 
Moanted men are still 
searching. 
There is every indication that it 
is the work of tbe Apaches. 
Three I dians, 
supposed to belong to Jub’s band, have been 
driven out of S no» by the Mexican troop». 
Others believe that they came up on a stock 
rain, and have pro oably gone across the line 
again. 


Advices from Tombstone are to the effect 
that the bodies of Bowman and McGowan 
were fonnd where the attack was made by the 
Mexicans. 
The canse of the massacre was 
that the Mexicans supposed the parties to be 
the ownets of the Providence mine, to whom 
some of them lay claim. 
Tbe Star’s Hermosillo special this evening 
says: A private letter received here this 
morning states that a band of about forty 
Apaches were seen some sixty miles north of 
U resonth e 15th inet., going toward Urea ; 
also that there were two companies of soldiers 
only a few hours behind them. 
The six per­ 
sons that were reported killed near Ures have 
come in, and say the Indians were not 
seen 
by 
them. 
The latest 
news 
is 
that a band of about fifteen Indians passed 
some twenty miles east cf Magdalena, going 
north toward tbe Sierra mountains. 
The In­ 
dians, when going toward Ures, were well 
mounted, and had some extra horses. 
Those 
reported being seen east of Carbe did not 
have borsee, and thoae passing Magdalena 
had five or six horses. 
About half of the 
band that were seen had either been killed or 
bad divided.

H ow t o D is c o v e r S e w e r G a s .—The 
Journal o j Decorative A rt, in discussing 
the evils of sewer gas, calls the attention 
of householders to tbe fact that it is easy 
to discover its presence by utilizing tbe 
fact that it acts npon tbe white lead paint 
in such a manner as to dissolve i t ; and re­ 
marks that the test can be rendered com­ 
plete and effective, if a portion of the 
woodwork were painted with silicate paint 
the same shade ; because, resisting as it 
does the action of the gas, it would serve 
to emphasize more strongly any discolora­ 
tion that might take place. 
As an experi­ 
ment we suggest disks being made and 
painted pure white with white lead paint, 
and across the center a band of white of 
silicate or “ charlton white” painted on 
them. 
These hung np in the bath-room, 
water-closet or cellars, or in each places as 
are suspected of being inlets for sewer gas, 
would soon discover if there was any euch 
gas present, aud discloses the danger at

BEAUTIFUL LISES FROM THE PEN OF 
GEO&OB ELIOT. 


Ths Recently Expressed Views of Heber 
Newton—Faithfulness to Life’s 
Duty Is Ood’s Service 


In s recent letter by Rev. R. Heber 
Newton, of Garden City, L L. to the New 
H sven Morning News, a brief synopsis of 
th e seven discourses recently delivered by 
him apon the Bible, its inspiration, revela­ 
tion and its uses, is given. 
As the reader 
is aware, the position taken in these ser­ 
mons is regarded as radically at variance 
w ith the general tenets and beliefs of the 
Episcopal Church, the clergy of which Mr. 
Newton is a member, as well as of the 
ChurcheB generally, and is considered by 
the religious woild as an entire breaking 
away from orthodoxy, rather than the ex­ 
pression of the most advanced liberal and 
modern thought. 
The letter of Mr. New­ 
ton is long, but extracts from it cannot fail 
to be of interest. 
He says : 
In the first sermon I stated the popular 
notion of the Bible as a book of which 
God is " th e author,” as the W estminster 
Confession says, a book let down from the 
skies, all of a piece, the work of God, and 
having his imprimatur, an authority, orac­ 
ular and infallible on all points of whioh 
it treated. 
This theory, I sought to show, 
could not be received for the following rea­ 
sons, among others : “ It has never been 
properly authenticated by the voice of the 
church general through her church coun­ 
cils ; it was not claimed by the Holy Script­ 
ure for itself ; it was disclaimed by Holy 
Scripture in its palpable indifference to his­ 
torical accuracy and in the plain literary 
character of its writings, as brought out 
especially by later criticism ; it was to bs 
traced by its growth in the Jewish and 
Christian mind, and accounted for on nat­ 
ural grounds. 
In the second se.mon I sought to shape 
the view of the Bible held by scholars in 
increasing num bers; a view which pre­ 
serves all that was essential to our rever­ 
ence for the Bible. 
The Bible is a series of 
books, the extant national literature of the 
Jews, the Apocrypha being included, and 
the literature of the Christian church in its 
creative epoch. 
As literature these books 
are most of them noble and worthy of im­ 
mortality, and have been the chief source 
of inspiration to the mental and moral life 
of Christendom, worthy to be called sa­ 
cred books. 
They are in a still deeper 
sense our sacred books, as the literature of 
the people of religion, the race to whom 
God gave the unique mission of evolving 
ethical religion, wnom He had endowed 
w ith a specialty for religion and trained by 
singular experiences for its normal develop­ 
m ent, and from whom, as an historical fact, 
bad issued the one religion which might 
-claim to have the future in its hands, the 
one Man who historically embodied the 
highest human conceptions of man and 
God. 
In t is third and fourth sermons I pro­ 
ceeded to apply this general conception of 
the Bible negatively, in the pointing out of 
certain wrong uses of the Bible. 
Of these 
I enumerated and illustrated the following : 
The indiscriminate use of the whole Bible 
for all classes and ages ; the indiscriminate 
use of the words of the Bible as the wordB 
of God ; the indiscriminate use of its words 
as historical truth ; its use as an oracle to 
determine our judgments ; as an oracle to 
predict events of history ; as an authority 
in any sphere save theology and religion ; 
as an authority even there of equal rights 
in all its parts ; as an authority even there 
which is to be resorted to in the "proof 
te x t” manner, or in the use of its language 
otherwise than as in other literature ; as 
a n authority, even in theology of a fixed 
and final form. 
In the fifth sermon I presented the intel­ 
lectual use of the books of the Bible as 
literature. 
As such we should have these 
books issued like real books, separately, 
properly paragraphed, poetry appearing as 
poetry, etc , and all in a case together ; we 
should study each book as a whole, crit­ 
ically ; place it in a proper historical posi­ 
tion ; know its divisions, where composite, 
■awd be able to assign them to their several 
historical places ; and recognize through all 
the writings the work of the many hands 
which have labored over them. 
In the, sixth sermon I presented the 
proper intellectual use of the Bible, on the 
foundation already laid, in order to con­ 
struct that faith which has always been the 
essential of Christian belief—the faith in a 
providential preparation for the divine 
tsieaion of Christ. 
Thus I gave a bird’s- 
eye view of the real movement of Jewish 
thought and life, upward toward 
the 
C hrist, through its various stages, from the 
germ of ethical religion, bodied in the ten 
w orks of Moses, according to onr latter 
criticism—showing a real evolution in the 
organic life of the nation. 
This placed 
the religion of the Christ in its old position 
of commanding authority, and in the new 
and necessary position, not of an exception 
to the general order of nature, but of that 
very order itself in the sphere of the soul. 
Thus the foundation is laid for the concil­ 
iation of science and religion in the trne 
religion of the Christ-evolution, which is 
th e outworking of an ideal, quickened of 
God. 
In the last sermon I considered the right 
use of the Bible for the culture of personal 
and social character, as the providentially 
prepared hand-book of ethics and religion, 
or rather of ethical religion. 
It teaches 
not knowledge, but wisdom. 
I t quickens 
aspiration and turns it into the worship of 
the God who is the source and standard of 
all goodness. 
I t presents every phase of 
wisdom, and in its stern, ethical spirit 
keeps the core of religion sound. 
I t shows 
us the prudential virtue that our age loves, 
but lifts these laws of life into laws sacred 
and mystic, substantial and re a l; the laws 
a t once of nalure and of the soul ; laws 
which are none other than the shadows of 
the One Living Lord of Life, the God who 
finally speaks to us in A Man—the human 
ideal, the divine image.

In a recent article by Rev. Dr. John 
Cunningham, published in the Christian 
Union, that divine presents the following 
thoughts in defense of the nobleness and 
-divine appointment of all rightful labor,

and as corrective of the view of what 
conatitutea man’s duty. 
In the article he 
aayi: 
Bear in mind that, whatever the work is 
you have to do, th at work ia given you by 
God. 
Are you a shopman ? Well, behind 
your counter sell yonr goods and do your 
work as if it were God’s work. 
Are yon a 
lawyer? W ell, work on in love to the 
great Lawgiver, defend the right and de­ 
feat the wrong, remembering that yonr 
calling is divine. 
Are you a laborer? a 
plowman? a weaver? Well, steadily use 
your shovel, merrily drive your horses to 
the field, cheerily make your shuttle fly 
till the pattern stands out before you in 
the web, remembering that you are en­ 
gaged in a heaven-appointed task. 
You 
have a Master in heaven. 
If it were so, 
would not all trickery disappear from 
trade, all quirks and quibbles from the 
law, all eye-service, all unfaithfulness, all 
discontent from the ranks of the laboring 
population ! 
Depend upon it, we in gen­ 
eral take too low a view of our calling. 
W e look upon our labor as merely drudg­ 
ery ; well, it may be so, but it is a divine 
drudgery. 
W hile we work we are doing 
good, and everything that is good is God­ 
like. 
Such a conception as this ennobles 
the meanest toil, and raises the poorest me­ 
chanic, the humblest tiller of the soil, into 
a servant of Almighty God. 
I am afraid that some men—even good 
men—are d iscontented with their lot, and 
fancy that they are piously and properly 
discontented. 
They think they could do 
God's work better if their lot had been 
different. 
They think, perhaps, th at an 
occupation so menial as theirs cannot pos­ 
sibly be the work of God. 
How can the 
loom, they may say, be connected with re­ 
ligion ? 
How can a man by breaking 
atones on the roadside be promoting the 
glory of God ? The poor man wishes he 
were rich, just that he might employ his 
wealth in the promotion of piety. 
My 
dear friend, let me ask you : If liberality 
be the virtue of wealth, are there do vir­ 
tues peculiar to poverty ? And were it not 
better for you to cultivate the virtue of 
the station which God has assigned to 
yov, than vainly to pine after another 
station, whioh never can be yours ? Again, 
some people foolishly think that clergymen 
alone are the servants of God ; that their 
calling alone is divine ; that they only, 
and such aB they, promote the glory of 
God. 
But I tell you, my friends, I be­ 
lieve th at many a poor artisan who in­ 
dustriously and ungrumblingly plies his 
trade, that be may honestly support a wife 
and family, or that he may keep an aged 
parent from the parish, is more effectually 
promoting God’s glory than many a pomp­ 
ous preacher of the Word. 
There is an 
eloquence in the pious resignation, the 
contented lookB, the busy fingers of the 
one, which is not to be found in all the 
bombast of the other ; and no man of this 
kind caB calculate the inflnence for good­ 
ness and for God which he may exercise on 
society^ 
I know nothing which has exercised a 
more pernicious influence on religion than 
that unhappy divorce which has been ef­ 
fected between religious duty and the 
every-day duties of life. 
When a mother 
is faithfnlly tending her children, and 
making her hearthstone clean and her tire 
burn bright, th at everything may smile a 
welcome to her weary husband when he re­ 
turns from his work, it is never dreamt 
that she is religiously employed. 
W hen a 
man works hard during the day, and re­ 
turns to his family in the evening to make 
them all happy by his placid temper and 
qniet jokes and dandlings on his knee, the 
world does not think—perhaps he does not 
think 
himself—that 
there 
íb 
religion 
in anything so common as this. 
Re­ 
ligion 
is 
supposed 
to 
stand 
aloof 
from 
such 
familiar 
scenes. 
But to 
attend the church, to take the sacra­ 
ment, to sing a psalm, to say a prayer, is 
religion. 
Now God help this poor sinfnl 
world if religion consists only in these 
things and not also in the other. W e have 
devotional feelings, and by all means let ns 
give them exercise and ntterance; but 
have we not other feelings and other duties 
as certainly as these 
assigned ns by 
heaven ? W hy should we count the one 
religieus and not also the other ? Ia relig­ 
ion to be shot np in the church, and not 
allowed to viait the house ? Is she to at­ 
tend as only when we sit at the Com­ 
munion-table, and not also when we stand 
at our counter or sit at our desk? 
Why 
should we not think that everything we do 
is done religiously if it be done well ?

THE BLIND IN FRANCE. 


I t is estimated that there are about 28,­ 
000 blind persons in France, and compara­ 
tively little has been done for them. Some 
400 blind children receive professional edu­ 
cation, half of them in the National Insti­ 
tution for Blind Youth, and the other half in a 
few charitable establishments due to private 
initiative. The Hospital National des Qainze 
Vingts maintains 300 pensioners, and dis­ 
tributes some aid to others, but at least 
27,000 blind are without resource. 
This is 
the picture presented by M. Lavanche 
Clarke, who has recently been urging the 
amelioration of the lot of the blind. 
A 
society was formed in 1881 to create work­ 
shops for blind persons, where they might 
find the means of existence. 
A little 
money having been collected, the first 
workshop (or school) was opened in Janu­ 
ary last year. 
Failure was predicted by 
some cities, but a recent report states that 
twenty-five blind persons were being in­ 
structed and several hundred applicants 
had to be rejected for want of Bpace. After 
six months’ experience it is affirmed that 
never perhaps have workers more rapidly 
justified what was expected of them. 
For 
several the apprenticeship had already 
terminated, and the committee were in a 
position to supply chairs (stuffed or cane), 
- brushes of all kinds, brooms, baskets, tool 
handles, etc., made by blind persons, who 
in January last had not a notion of the 
work. 
After learning the art the blind 
person 
gives 
place to a new-comer, 
and goeB to work at home (the society help­ 
ing him to dispoee of his prodnctions if 
necessary), or, in some cases, to a work­ 
shop with normal work people. 
So long as 
the work of a blind person in the profes­ 
sional school is not sufficiently remunera­ 
tive, hia efforts and his time are paid for 
just the same. 
In a few months he learns 
to work, and can be paid by hia pieces. 
Brnsh-making is the principal work. 
It is 
stated that many purchasers of the articles 
made have testified to their superior quali­ 
ty ; the reasons being that the blind person 
mnst, of necessity, press as close as he can 
the straw of his chair, the osier of his 
basket, the bristles of his briub. as the 
sole means of controlling the goon execu­ 
tion of his work. 
A new branch, that 
promises to be particularly fruitful, is the 
making of mats and carpet brashes of es­ 
parto grass. 
W ith regard to women, the 
society has not been able either to admit 
them to the school or to create a special 
school for them, bnt provides knitting, 
netting, crochet work, etc., for them at 
home. 
Nearly all the great hotels, it ia 
stated, have tried the brash work from the 
schools, and promised further orders. The 
chairs in pnblic gardens, churches, shops, 
etc., have been Jargely supplied from the 
same source. 
The school ia situated at 
No. 11 Rae Basfroi, Passage Rauch.—[In- 
ter-Ocean.

“ A smaller percentage of 
women than of men stay away from the 
polls ; they are less persistent office-seekers 
than the men, but when elected to office 
they have in every case done their duty 
satisfactorily ; they are accorded entire 
liberty of action—frequently a wife votes 
in opposition to ’ her husband, and it has 
even happened that wives have worked and 
voted for one ticket when their hnsbandi 
were candidates on the other.”

Over this is a very graceful 
Hungarian tunic, also piped with cardinal.

front of the waistcoat are brightened by 
large silver and enameled buttons, the de­ 
sign being dogs’, foxes’ and deers’ heads.

another 
winter. 
A frugal housewife of my acquaintance 
says that every year about this time she 
makes two pairs of sheets, four pairs of 
pillowcases, and one or two comforters, 
and then she is never in need of these 
thiDgs, and makiDg so few at a time it 
does not appear like much of a task to re­ 
plenish her stores. Another feature of this 
case might be regarded by some women : it 
is often far easier to pay for two pairs of 
sheets at a time than for a dozen, the out­ 
lay of money as well as time being of im­ 
portance to the great majority of house­ 
keepers. 
An old-fashioned looking-glass, with a 
frame of brown wood, was improved the 
other day by an ingenious one covering it 
in this way : She bought some pale yellow 
tarlatan of sufficient length to allow it to 
be fastened to the top of the mirror and 
then to hang at each side of it in graceful 
folds ; the ends were crossed at the bottom 
and fastened with a loose knot, and behold 
the unsightly frame was hidden, and the 
appearance of this necessary article of 
furniture was much improved. 
A little magnesia and water will some­ 
times correct the acidity of a child’s Bto- 
mach, and render unnecessary aDy stronger 
medicine.

all leased, chiefly by our American cousins, 
to whom money is no object.

W hen they take a fancy to a particular 
river there is no mistake about it, they 
will have it.” 
The losses of the Gloucester fishing fleet 
have been uncommonly severe this year, 
and the whole statistics have not yet been 
completed. 
Toe heavy gale of ten days 
ago will probably add to the list of disas­ 
ters. 
So far thirteen vessels are reported 
as lost, with a total of 949 tons, valued at 
§80,000, with 115 lives. 
In examining the 
table of losses, thoBe of 1882 have been 
greater than during both 1880 and 1881. 
Locking at the sacrifice of life in the last 
seven years, including 1882, the sad total 
is 779 
Tne insurances on vessels cover 
about 75 per cent, of the losses. 
The catching of smelt in the provinces 
is assuming important dimensions. 
The 
season for capturing smelt in New Bruns­ 
wick is limited by law from November 15th 
to February 15th. 
The method employed 
is to cut a hole in the ice of the river and 
to use a small scoop-net. 
Nets are lower­ 
ed and lifted, and on the Miramichi the 
average catch of a single man in a night is 
over 1,000 pounds. 
Occasionally an ex­ 
pert will take as much as two tons. 
The 
Montreal Gazette ciles eight tons as having 
been caught by a man and his boy in a 
week. 
These fish are shipped in large 
quantities to New York and Boston. 
At 
present there íb something like a monopoly 
in this business, and the price of smelt has 
been enhanced beyond its true value. 
The proprietor of a well-known Paris 
restaurant was prosecuted for allowing a 
dish of perdrb aux choux (stewed part­ 
ridge, with cabbage, bacon and sausage) to 
be served out of season ; and though he 
proved by the evidence of several w it­ 
nesses that the partridge used in this 
dish 
was 
taken 
from a tin in which 
it 
had 
been 
preserved, 
and 
though 
this 
was 
allowed 
to 
be 
the 
case by the pnblic prosecutor, the Corirt 
nevertheless found him guilty of the of­ 
fense, and in the course of a long judg­ 
ment (which I need not give at length) laid 
down as the law that it was as mnch an 
offense to sell preserved or even potted 
game as that which had been freshly killed 
ont of season.—[The London Field.

winged and red-winged teal, 80 to 100 ; 
bluebill, 80 to 110 ; canvas back, 80 to 120; 
sparrow, 40 to 92 ; hawk, 40 to 150 ; wild 
geese, 80 to 90. 
The distance traveled by 
birds in | second is as follows : A t rate 
of 5 miles per hour, ,92ft.; rate of 10 miles 
per hour, 1 83ft.; rate of 12 miles, 2 2ft.; 
20,miles, 3.66ft.; 30 miles, 5 5ft ; 40 miles, 
7.33ft.; 60 miles, lift.; 80 miles, 14 66ft.; 
90 miles, 16 05ft.; 100 miles, 18 33ft.; 120 
miles, 22ft.; 150 miles, 27.5ft.—[Forest 
and Stream.

INTOXICATING GRASS. 


I t appears th at the genuine good name of 
the Grass family for innocence and aobri- 
ety does not extend to all its members. 
There is a “ Drunk G rass,’ so-called by 
the Dutch colonists, a species of Mélica, 
which in some parts of South Africa “ in­ 
toxicates” cattle to an alarming extent, and 
the evil is spreading with the increase of 
sheep-farming; the sheep, we 
believe, 
sorting out the other grasses, while they 
totally abstain from this. 
The account is 
given by Dr. John Shaw, in the Journal of 
the Linctean Society, vol. 14. 
In T ri­ 
men’s Journal o f Botany, Dr. Hauce—a 
well-known botanist resident in China— 
describes another grass, a new species of 
Stips from Mongolia, which intoxicates 
horses. 
A French Roman Catholic mis­ 
sionary and hia party, making an excursion 
into the Aladian mountains, north of the 
Great W all, one morning 
found their 
horses dreadfully debauched—indeed quite 
hors de combat—through partaking freely 
of this grass. 
On appealing to a family ef 
Mongols encamped in the neighborhood, 
the missionary was told the proper anti­ 
dote was vinegar, followed by a broth 
made of a goat’s head. 
No vinegar being 
at band the missionary adm inist.red sour 
milk as a substitute, while the goat’s head 
was cooking; the broth completed the 
cure, and the party returned safe and sober 
to Pekin, bringing some of the grass, whioh 
Dr. Hance christened Stipa inebriaos. The 
intoxication and poisoning of cattle, horses 
and sheep, in California and Nevada, is 
said to be caused by some species of the 
Pulse family, which is generally thought 
to be as harmless as grass.—[Villa Gard­ 
ener.

had remained dormant in the system for 
years, and then caused death.

even although it did Dot appear to be mad, 
can feel Bure, for at least ten years, that he 
is not carrying about with him the unde­ 
veloped germs oi madness.—[Pall Mall 
Gazette.

HOUSEHOLD CUSTOMS 
Of 
JAPAN. 


W hen a woman reaches her house, she 
takes off her sandals, pushes aside the 
sliding doors of paper, and enters in her 
stocking feet. 
The rooms are softly mat­ 
ted, bnt contain no furniture. 
The houses 
are built of wood, and among the poorer 
classes have b at two or three rooms. 
In 
the kitchen is a large stone hox with ashes 
and burning coals in it. 
Thit is called the 
hibachi, and over it the rice is cooked. 
There is no chimney in the kitchen ; bat 
the smoke goes oat either through the 
broad open door, or through an opening in 
the roof. 
After the rice is cooked, it is 
put into a small, unpainted wooden tub. 
A t dinner time the mother brings out a 
little table two feet 
square 
and one 
foot 
high, 
with 
dishes 
and 
food 
,npon 
it. 
The 
family 
sit upon the 
mats, the tub of rice in the center, and 
each one dips into a bowl rice sufficient for 
himself. 
They often poor cold tea over 
the rice, and always eat it with cbopBticks. 
Fish, sweet potatoes and a pickle are 
sometimes served with a dinner. 
Japan­ 
ese houses often have but one sleeping- 
room, which is occupied by the entire fam­ 
ily. 
W hen guests come, they share it with 
them. 
The beds consist ot heavy com­ 
forters. 
They are spread ont on the mats 
at night, and put away in the closets dur­ 
ing the day. 
Each person lays his head on 
a little wooden pillow, constructed with a 
hollow place in which the head rests. 
In 
some room in the house is a closet contain­ 
ing a shelf for gods, and upon , this shelf 
stand all the household idols, which have 
come down as heirlooms of the family 
from generation to generation.—[Christian 
Intelligencer.

A BUSINESS MAN S SOBER AND TRUTH 
FUL MEASUREMENT, 
Now that the beat and excitement of 
the legislative session have abated, and the 
political and industrial field is cleared of 
partisan mists, the thoughtful and consid­ 
erate citizen may review the situation in 
the light of cool reason, and estimate at 
its true value the work of the late Legisla­ 
ture, and in that connection examine into 
the mistaken assaults that are still kept up 
in certain quarters against material indus­ 
tries. That such review is being made by 
the people, we believe. We have faith in 
the final and Bober judgment of the pub­ 
lic. It cannot be that the aggregate busi­ 
ness wisdom and good sense of the conntry 
will long be blinded to the truth as to the 
causes for the present depression in this 
State. As an evidence that the reflecting 
men of the day are directing their atten­ 
tion to the reasons for California’s evident 
retrogression, we are just now in receipt of 
• letter from a gentleman who has many 
years been a careful reader of the Califor­ 
nia newspapers, and a close observer of 
public events and of their causeB and ef­ 
fects. The writer is one whose vision is 
not obscured by partisan prejudices, or who 
reaches conclusions hastily. His observa­ 
tion extends over the whole country, and 
%tis experience in the business world has 
not been narrow. The character of the let­ 
ter, its representative authorship, its candid 
and fearless statement of facts, and Its in­ 
cisive criticisms, induce ns to give it edi­ 
torial prominence by free quotation. The 
.writer says, in the course of the communi­ 
cation : 
' “ The session of the Legislature having 
'closed, it is painful to the candid mind to 
witness the sickly and labored partisan 
effort of the San Francisco Examiner to 
give the record of that body suoh a render­ 
ing as will inure to the benefit of the Dem­ 
ocratic party. The standard by which 
that journal estimates and judges that 
record evidently is the measurement of 
hostility manifested by the Legislature 
toward the capital of the country, particu­ 
larly that part of the active capital of the 


California languishing for want of actual 
capital to develop them ; with the manu­ 
facturing interests of the oommonwealtb 
in a state of almost absolute suspension ; 
with a vast acreage of fertile soil awaiting 
profitable cultivation ; with a large terri­ 
torial area sparsely populated; our 
State exhibits to the world that spiritless 
condition, that absence of energy and 
enterprise which is fast making it a by 
word and a reproach among the States of 
the Union. 
“ And yet I observe that the partisan 
press seeks diligently throngh the legisla­ 
tive record, and points with eager avidity 
to every manifestation of hostility to asso­ 
ciated capital in all the varied forms in 
which it seeks advantageons relation for 
the purpose of profitable activity. The 
Examiner desires to say plainly to the pub­ 
lic that the Democratic party will oe 
worthy of public support only in propor­ 
tion to its manifestation of hostility toward 
wealth, and only in proportion as it may 
have given the State a strong impetus 
toward bankruptcy and impoverishment. 
This partisan organ, I have noticed, has not 
pointed out a single instance where enter­ 
prise has been encouraged, where energy 
has been promoted, where capital has been 
invited, or population to the State has 
been induced by any act of this legislative 
representative of its party. 
“ On the other hand, the San Francisco 
Chronicle, ambitions to be in a partisan 
vanguard—indeed claiming the leadership 
of the Republican party—discusses the 
same record and seekB to show the absence 
of hostility to the snrplus wealth of the 
country, It declares that the Legislature 
did not sufficiently discourage the associa­ 
tion of capital for active pursuits; that it 
did not sufficiently hamper, hinder and 
obstruct the profitable employment of 
money. That Republican organ has no in­ 
dictment to bring against the Legislature 
for absence in its records of measures cal­ 
culated to promote the development of the 
State. It has no fault to find with the 
absence of legislation calculated to invite 
capital and population. It pretends to see 
the absence of hostility to capital. It holds 
the Legislature up to execration, not for 
failure to devise legislation calculated to 
promote the material interests of the peo­ 
ple, to encourage, develop or to invite cap­ 
ital, hut because, as it declares, that body 
did not exhibit a sufficient degree of nar­ 
row-minded hostility toward accumulations 
of wealth, and was not sufficiently destruc­ 
tive in its enactments for the best good of 
the people. 
“ If our people recall and keep in mind 
the great fact that industry produces 
wealth, and that the presence of capital in 
any commonwealth is indispensable to the 
prosperity and happinees of labor, and that 
thrift, energy and enterprise will sooner or 
later produce accumulations of money in 
the hands of industry, and the enmity man­ 
ifested towards capital by these papers will 
appear in its true light as unBtatesmanlike, 
misanthropic, narrow and barbarous. 
“ Tjie Democratic organ I have named 
declares that the Legislature did everything 
in its power to drive money, enterprise and 
processes of associating money for the pro­ 
motion of enterprise out of the State ; that 
its party did all that could have been, rea­ 
sonably expected in the way of placing this 
commonwealth on the down grade to pov­ 
erty.

THE QUE8TI0N OF DIVORCE. 
Social subjects are again attracting much 
attention at the East, and not the least 
prominent among them is the question of 
divorce and the increasing facility with 
which it may be obtained. It is shown 
that in 1878, 478 divorces were granted in 
Maine ; in New Hampshire, 241 ; in Ver­ 
mont, 197 ; in Massachusetts, 000 ; in Con­ 
necticut, 401 ; and in Rhode Island, 196— 
a total of 2,113, a larger ratio in proportion 
to the population than in France in the 
days of the revolution. On the basis of 
population by the present census, there 
was one divorce to every 1,357 inhabitants 
in Maine ; in New Hampshire, one to 1 439; 
in Vermont, one to 1,687; in Massachu­ 
setts, one to 2,971 ; in Connecticut, one to 
1,553, and in Rhode Island, one to 1,141. 
The condition of things is worse to-day 
than it was in 1868, 1869 and 1870, said 
Dr. Dix, in a recent lecture on the subject 
in New York. The statistics show that as 
early as 1860 there was one divorce to 
every 51 marriages, under a statute specify­ 
ing five causes; to 1876 the number of 
causes had been enlarged to nine, and the 
ratio of divorce to marriage as 1 is to 21. 
In Vermont the ratio then was as 1 is to 
14, ; Rhode Island, 1 to 12; Connecticut, 
1 to 11. The greater number of divorces, 
indeed nearly all, are between Protestants 
or non-religionists. In the New England 
States alene 2,000 families are dissevered 
by divorce annually. Dr. Dix finds a pro­ 
portionate relation between the increase of 
divorces and the increase of unchastity and 
immorality, and the crimes known as 
loathsome. But it does not follow neces­ 
sarily that the latter are mainly the direct 
result of the former, and a positive conclu­ 
sion to that effect, aDd to which Dr. Dix 
more than half inclines, is indefensible. In 
France, where the prevailing religion, 
Catholic, ia most severe regarding divorces, 
it íb a fact that immorality and the crimes 
Dr. Dix alludes to are far more prevalent 
than in America, where the facilities for 
divorce are so numerous. And it was true 
also of those medieval times when divorce 
was difficult, and the Church exer­ 
cised such absolute jurisdiction over 
the “ Divine Institution ” of marriage. He 
also loses sight of the fact that the increase 
of divorces is to be accounted for, in part 
at least, by the increase of population, 
though we are compelled to confess that the 
increase of the former has been proportion­ 
ately more rapid than the latter. Bat 
the most interesting feature of the debate 
relative to the increased facilities for 
divorce it found in the claim of the church 
tnat the great and only remedy is in aban­ 
doning the theory that marriage is a civil 
contract. But the [oracles of the church, 
like Dr. t>ix, [are much mistaken when 
thf|l**eert that the teaching of the law is, 


legitimately drawn, a* he asserts, from the 
law. The law recognize* marriage a* a 
sacred contract, and, though a civil one, it 
is not terminable at will. If facilities for 
divorce increase, it is not logically to be 
charged to the law recognizing marriage 
and declaring how it may be solemnized. 
Whatever sancity the church may attach 
to the relation the law recognizes by recog­ 
nizing the solemnization of the chnrcb, 
and whatever binding force it may give to 
the tie, the law will dissolve as readily as 
if the ecclesiastical theory did not exist. 
It cannot, therefore, be held that the de­ 
crease of divorce will be accomplished by 
the church, except by moral restraint, or 
that the law can ever commit marriage 
wholly to ecclesiastical control. The peo­ 
ple who make the laws may also lessen and 
narrow the facilities for divorce. Hence 
we come back to the Btatute in the end, and 
find that if the divorce laws are lax, it is 
cause for legal reform, and that reform 
must be brought about by the law-making 
power ; and certainly no one will put any 
hindrance in the way of the church in ad 
vancing that end by discouraging hasty 
marriages, or visiting with its anathemas 
those who are bound to recognize its code, 
and who violate it in the matter of unwar­ 
ranted divorce.

The story of the management of whisky 
in bond is not uninteresting. Between 
1880 and 1882 the American distillers 
manufactured more whisky than would be 
demanded for many years. Whisky could 
remain in bond three years before paying 
the 90 cent revenue tax. Thus all made in 
1S80 must come out of bond before De­ 
cember, 1883. Most of it was in Ken­ 
tucky bonded warehouses, but its owner, 
ship was represented in nearly every State 
of the Union. Powerful efforts made to 
extend the bonded period failed. To pay 
the tax would, it was believed, ruin half 
the liquor owners in the country, as the 
first cost and the interest for three years 
thereon was already locked np, to which 
must be added the percentage of leakage 
and evaporation. Money could not be bor 
rowed readily on the whisky, because ad­ 
vances had already been made on it, and as 
there is a four years’ supply on hand, the 
interest wonld be too heavy a charge for 
additional loans. H. H. Shnfeldt & Co, 
report to the Cnicago Times that the 
amount to come out of bond between April 
and December of this year (varying from 
367,000 to 2,285,000 gallons per month) 
aggregates 11,816 238 gallens, and the tax 
thereon will be $10,634,614. The tax on 
whisky to come out in 1S84 will amount to 
$36,000,000. A very large over-supply is 
in the line of sweet-mash whiskies,and these 
do not improve rapidly with age. The finest 
whisky costs at the distillery in Kentucky 
but 70 cents per gallon. It is then put in 
bond for three years to age, when the 90 
cent tax becomes payable, and in default 
the Government will sell it. 
Now it has 
been discovered that it costs much less for 
freightage than the tax cost of 1*0 cents 
gallon to take the whisky out of bond for 
foreign shipment. The law permits whisky 
for exportation to go out free of the manu 
facturera’ tax, which applies only to liquor 
for home consumption. Thus it can be 
sent out of the country and time gained 
for payment of the 90 cents tax, which 
mast be paid ultimately ; that is, it can go 
out in original packages with unbroken 
warehouse stamps and be returned on pay­ 
ing an import dnty equal to the revenue 
tax, On reimportation it can, however, 
remain in a bonded warehouse for one 
year, and on payment of ten per cent, on 
the tax at the expiration of that time may 
remain in Government warehouses two 
years longer. In New York the charge for 
storage is 10 cents per barrel per month. 
Bermuda and Honduras are favorite ship­ 
ping places for storage, as the temperature 
is high and favorable to ageing, and the in­ 
surance is but one-half per cent, per an­ 
num, and at the former place there is no 
tax on leakage. The freight out is one and 
a half cents per gallon and the same for re­ 
turn, and storage eight cents per month. 
The total expense from and to New York 
is but five cents. Or it can be shipped to 
Liverpool and back at a total cost of about 
ten cents. From the west the freight to 
the Atlantic is four cents or less. Thus 
the whole cost at the outside íb but a small 
figure. 
At the end of the year the 
penalty of nine cents a gallon is to 
be paid in New York. Thus the total 
expense of gaining three years time 
and over is about 23 cents a gallon, to offset 
which is some material gain by reason of 
sea voyaging and age. The whisky could 
be sent into Canada at less cost but for a 
local regulation that no packages of less 
than 100 gallons shall come in. The liquor 
oan only go to a port for exportation by 
way of a bonded route—that is, a railroad 
carrier gives a bond to the Government in 
double the value of the whisky, and is then 
permitted to carry it. The bond is not re­ 
leased until the liquor actually arrives in 
the foreign port. The date of exportation 
is stamped by Government officials on the 
barrels and the warehouse stamps remain 
unbroken, and thns identification of the 
packages is made easy. Large shipments 
have already been made and others will go 
forward from month to month aB the bond­ 
ed limit expires. By this means the whisky 
dealers will save themselves from excessive 
financial loss, prevent a surfeit of the mar. 
ket, and pay the Government tax. It is 
therefore a lawful and safe proceeding, and 
is the best thing they can do in the present 
state of affairs. 


evolution theory with its doctrine of in­ 
cessant change, and variation, 
and 
perpetual modification, and the survival of 
those individual forms best sdspted to their 
surroundings, shocked the orthodoxy of the 
day, and it assailed the doctrine that in 
their early stages the germB of man and of 
animalculse are indistinguishable, with a 
vigor bora of attachment to older and 
venerated conceptions of man’s origin, 
which were interwoven with religion and 
tradition. 
What then Bhall he said of the newest 
doctrine evolved from zoological research, 
that in his structural features man is lh- 
ferior to certain quadrupeds ? Heretofore 
all were agreed on one point, at least, and 
that was man’s physical superiority ; but 
now come the new theorists and propose to 
rob us of that consolation. They depart 
from all other theories and with a grim 
sort of hnmor designate prominent poiats 
of inferiority, drawing their conclusions 
from zoological basis, and without refer­ 
ence to cherished theories aB to the origin 
of our species. Thus, we are told that our 
teeth are of a low mammalian type, as shown 
by dental formula, and by the presence of 
casps upon their crowns—a peculiarity of 
the lower mammals, and entirely lost in the 
horse, the elephant, and many other brutes 
But they go still further to awaken disgust 
within ua against ourselves, and point out 
inferiority in our limbs, since they are 
little modified, preserving even the full 
number of five digits, and therefore, in 
respect of these members, man stands 
very low—lower than the cow, or the pig. 
But the most interesting point of the new 
doctrine is that which declares the human 
face to be “ the most remarkable of all the 
indices of man’s inferiority.” They argue 
in this wise: In the mammalian embryo 
the face is formed under the fore brain or 
cerebral hemispheres, and in our faces the 
fetal disposition is permanently retained, 
with chapges which, even when greatest, 
are still inconsiderable; in quadrupeds, 
however, the facial region acquires a prom­ 
inent development, leading to the special, 
ization of the jaws and surrounding parts, 
which brings the face to a condition much 
higher than that of the fret us—hence, rea­ 
son these scientific humorists, the project­ 
ing snout is a higher structure than the 
retreating human face. All which is very 
adroit and very amusing, but will scarcely 
disturb our estimates of ourselves, when 
we reflect upon the many examples that 
teach ns the order, in the universe, of or­ 
ganized and living beings, the phenomena 
common to them all, and their snbjection 
to laws equally common—and in the mean 
time the scientists may amuse themselveB 
with these fanciful theories, if in them 
they find pleasure. 


AN AMUSING THEORT. 
This is an age of theories, and quite as 
many are amnsing as serious. When in 
1858 Darwin and Wallace placed before 
the scientific world the conclusions of their 
researches into the origin and species of 
animals and plants, man was confirmed in 
the belief he had theretofore indnlged in 
without speculation, that he is the highest 
form of living development npon the earth, 
and the nearest approach to perfection. 
While wide differences of opinion had 
grown up as to the nature of species, and 
the origin of man, there was s most com­ 
forting belief, that in no respect was he 
equaled by any other animal. The emi­ 
nent anthropologist Quatrefages, taking 
ground between the theologians and the 
philosophers, denied that man is an animal, 
except so far as the body is concerned, be­ 
cause he is the only organized and living 
being that has the abstract sentiment of 
good and evil, and that consequently in 
him alone exists moral sense. Darwin’s 
ideas concerning the history of the genesis 
of man had a stormy reception, and the 


SCHURZ AND JULIAN. 
Carl Schurz has been the object of some 
bitter personal assaults and some caustic 
criticisms npon his course in the Cabinet. 
The latest was by George W. J ulian, in a 
prominent magazine. This has brought 
Schurz out of his silence and impersonal­ 
ity at last, and he replies in a letter that 
literally “ burns up ” the Hoosier politician. 
One extract from thereply willBerve toshow 
the spirit of the communication, in which a 
spade is not spoken of as a pitchfork 
“ You seek to show that the Interior De­ 
partment has constantly been under the 
influence of the railway corporations. The 
statements upon which you rely to sub­ 
stantiate that charge, with regard to my 
administration of that department, I pro­ 
nounce essentially false, and I will now 
briefly review those among them which 
can pretend to any importance.” He then 
proceeds to refute Julian’s statements one 
by one and to show the unsubstantial char­ 
acter of every charge made. The New 
York Herald, which cannot be said to be 
especially friendly to Mr. Schurz, says con­ 
cerning the attacks which have culminated 
in Julian's article, that the former was jus­ 
tified in his 'Bilent contempt for such ac­ 
cusations. The ex-Secretary concludes his 
letter with this stinging sentence : “ Al­ 
most all the other practices which yon now 
complain of as abuses existed when you 
were the Chairman of the committee whose 
principal duty it was to investigate them 
and to provide a remedy.

There is nothlDg 
new in them ; nothing, with all the misstatements 
and misrepresentations and billingsgate character 
izing them, that is not easily answerable, and th-t 
has not been answered over and over again. More 
tüan that, the people on the routes of travel where 
unjust discrimination is charged clearly understand 
the matter, and are not to be deceived by cunningly 
devised diagrams and selected comparisons of rates. 
The whole series isa growl at rates between com­ 
petitive points being less than to intermediate 
points. 
Tire Utica Herald (Rep.)sayB : “ It depends upon 
President Aiq,hiir whether the Republicans will 
meet in national convention a harmonious, solid, de­ 
termined and hopeful party, intent upon a single 
object, or a gatnering of tumultuous, antagonizing 
and mutually distrustful factions, anxious only to 
infiict defeat aud discomfiture upon each other.

For unblushing effrontery the milk deal­ 
ers of New York are entitled to the 
premium. Whenever they raise the price 
to consumers they lower the rate they pay 
to producers. So long have they enjoyed 
this privilege of adjusting the balances 
that they have become outrageously impu­ 
dent, and insist upon “ cinching” the 
dairymen to a point beyond endurance, and 
the latter have rebelled, and have shut off 
the milk supply largely of New York and 
Brooklyn. The greed of the dealers is re­ 
markable. We know of no similar instance 
of such cool effrontery. Milk can be de’ 
livered in either of the great cities for six 
and seven cents a quart, with a good profit 
to the dealer, but they insist npon the 
farmer furnishing it at three cents. The 
Orange and Sussex dairymen refuse to com­ 
ply, and are turning their milk into the 
hog troughs. They can stand up longer 
andcr the “ strike ” than the dealers pos­ 
sibly can, and in the meantime the sym­ 
pathies of the people are with the pro­ 
ducers and against the milk dealers. 
THEY ARE SURPRISED. 
As an example of the lack of care exer­ 
cised by the tariff tinkerers, it has been 
discovered^ that olive and salad oils have 
been entirely omitted in the new tariff 
schedules. The duty was 57 per cent. ($1 
per gallon) when in bottles. They will now 
come in under the basket schedule, and 
pay bat 20 per cent. Against this we do 
not protest, bat the tariff-patchers never 
intended this reduction, and are astounded 
at the discovery now that they have made 
it. The consumers will benefit by the 
blunder, and that is something. 
MISTAKING THE PURPOSE. 
In tome way people will have to be edu­ 
cated up to the idea that the Civil Service 
Reform Commission is not a body created 
to award offices to friends—or at all. It is 
said the Commissioners are beset by a 
great host of wonld-be Government ser­ 
vants, who urge them to aid them in se­ 
curing offices.

POINTED INSTRUCTIONS, 
The State Board of Equalization have pre­ 
pared a somewhat pointed letter, a copy of 
which is to be forwarded to each Assessor 
and Deputy Assessor throughout the State, 
The following ia a copy of the communica­ 
tion : 
Dear Sir : Exclusive of railroads assessed 
by the State Board of Equalization, the as­ 
sessment by Assessors of the property in the 
State for the past threeyears was as follows : 
In 1880, $635 028,554 ; in 1881, $598,750,013; 
in 1882, $579.870,449. This shows a decrease 
in the assessment of 1881 below that of 1880 
of $36,278.541, and a decrease in 1882 below 
that ot 1881 of $18,879,564, notwithatandiEg 
that the past two years were the most pros­ 
perous years the State has known. 
From the reports of the previous Board, 
and from our personal acquaintance with the 
money values of the pr. party in the State, 
we are satisfied that the assessment of this 
State, exclusive of railroads, has been made 
largely below “ full cash value,’’ and that if 
Assessors bad done their duty this assessment 
for the year 1882 would have been not less 
than $1,000,000,060. 
It is folly to say 
that in the past two years the wealth of the 
State has dec eased from $635.028,554 to 
$579 870,479, a loss of $55,158,105, or 8.68 
per cent. 
The duties of the Assessors are so plainly 
set forth, in respect to a>seBsing, that it is as 
surprising as it is painful to know that they 
have so willfully disregarded their sworn obli­ 
gations and the mandates of the law. The 
assessment of property below “ full cash 
value ” must cease. Your attention is called 
to the definition of “ full cash value ” in Sec­ 
tion 3617 of the Political Codr, and the 
former B -ard, in its first report, pertinently 
explained the phrase by a quotation from a 
report by General James H. Goodman, the 
Auditor of Ohio, as follows : “ What a par­ 
ticular individual will pay does not furnish a 
rule ; the price at forced sales ought not to be 
accepted as a guide, as such sales are gener­ 
ally made in unfavorable circumstances for 
any but one or two unconscionable buyers. 
The only value that can approach uniformity, 
as applicable to a multitude of cases, and ap 
proximate equality and justice, is the UBual 
selling price of similar property in the same 
vicinity. This wou d be the rule then, if the 
Legislature had not prescribed any rule on 
the subject, but, ae will be seen, the Legis­ 
lature has adopted this identical rule.” 
It is the firm purpose of this Board, so far 
as it lies in its power, to effect a just, equal 
and "full cash value” assessment of proper­ 
ty, and to this end the members of the Board 
will, in the current year, visit the various 
ccunties and ascertain the ratio at which 
property is assessed, and where any Assessor 
has not performs! his duty, and has under­ 
assessed the property of his conn'y, the Board 
will unhesitatingly exercise the power con­ 
ferred by the Constitution and increase the 
total assessment of the county. That some 
injustice is done by increasing the whole a 
sessment of a county is admitted ; but ae the 
Assessor has it in his power to prevent the 
necessity of such increase, the responsibility 
therefor must be placed where it belongs, that 
is, upon the Assessors. When those who com 
plain of an increase in their assessments are 
aware of our determination to equalize the 
assessments in the State, and that such in­ 
crease will produce equality of assessment 
and a corresponding low rate of taxation, the 
public, we confidently believe, will sustain 
you in your action. 
Your attention is called to the provision of 
the Constitution, which provides that “ Cul­ 
tivated and uncultivated land, of the same 
quality and similarly situate'!, shall be as­ 
sessed at the same value.” The object of 
this provision is well understood. It was to 
bring uncultivated 
land 
up 
to the 
standard of the value of cultivated 
land. Land, therefore, shculd be as­ 
sessed as land unaffected by the improve­ 
ments. To assist tbe Assessor in his judg­ 
ment of the value of land be must be care­ 
ful to pursue strictly the law and Constitu­ 
tion, and assess all improvements separately 
from the land. 
The Code declares, in Section 3617, “ Im­ 
provements” to be : 1. All buildings, struct­ 
ures, fixtures, fences and improvements 
erected upon or affixed to the land. 2. All 
fruit, nut-bearing or ornamental trees and 
vines not of natural growth. 
There is nr justice practiced by allowing the 
person assessed to fix the value of psrioaal 
property, A competent Assess» r should not 
only be acquainted with presumptive wealth 
of tbe citizens of the county, but with the 
value of property. Particularly in reference 
to the value of merchandise, his knowledge 
of the reputed extent of business done by a 
merchant will enable him to detect andcorrect 
error or falsehood in a statement. The As­ 
sessor should be careful, to a nicety, to exact 
from each person a statement of his personal 
property, in detail, and, while the officer may 
be aided by the estimates of the value of 
property by the owner, he is not concluded 
thereby, but must fix the value upon his own 
judgment,

S h o r t S tu d ie s on G re a t S u b je cts. By James An­ 
thony Fronde, M. A. New York: Chas. Scrib­ 
ner’s Sons. 1 vol.; 8vo.; pp. 370. 
Any volnme from the pen of Mr. Fronde is 
certain of a cordial welcome by the literary 
scholars of the era. The present volume con­ 
cludes Fronde’s series ot “ Short Studies on 
Great Subjects.” These essays hive been 
written at intervals daring the heavier labors 
of the past thirty years which have engaged 
the active brain of the historian. The volume 
treats of the life and times of Thomas Becket, 
the Oxford counter-reformation. Origen and 
Celsos, a Caglia*tro of the second centnry 
(Apollonius of Tyraa), Cheneys and the 
house of Russell, and A Siding at a Railway 
station. 
In the first paper he considers the theory of 
Becket, that the church was the Bupreme ad' 
ministrator in this world, and perhaps in the 
next, and that the secular as well as the spir­ 
itual sword had been delivered to Peter. He 
holds that the world which is incredulous of 
the right of Becket to be viewed as an object 
of adoration, may look with advantage upon 
him from ita own standpoint, and if uncon­ 
vinced that be was a saint may still find in- 
strnction in a study of his actions and his 
fate. To carry ont this purpose in a sketch 
of Bucket, Mr. Froude considers the mental 
condition of the times in which tbe 
martyr of Canterbury lived. In this 
analysis we canDot follow him. It is a 
snbtla and profoundly interesting study in 
which he eogages, and leads up by a teries of 
brilliant pictures—for be holds that char­ 
acteristic incideutp, ps-rticular thiegs which 
men representative of their age indisputably 
did, convey a clearer idea than any general 
description—to the condition of the Church 
of England as drawn in a work by Nigellus, 
a contemporary of Becket, and then to the 
life and career of the subject of the esBay 
himself. 
The paper on the Oxford Counter-Reforma­ 
tion was published in Good Words in 1881, 
and in it he tells tbe story of the expressions 
and ideas now so familiar, and which once so 
agitated England—as he himself makes bold 
to say without sympathy either way. In this 
paper the Tractarians, John Henry New­ 
man, the consequences of Tract XC., and the 
lives of the Saints, are considered. 
Origen and Celsus is the most interest­ 
ing, as it 
certainly is the ablest, 
of the papéis. We cannot refrain from a 
few extracts from the concluding pages of 
this scholarly and profound analysis of the 
memorable treatise of Adamantine Origen— 
the son of the martyT elocutionist Leonides— 
the author of the Hexapla and Oclapata and 
the eight books “ Against Celsus.” Fronde 
says: 
_ 
Celsus was in advance of his age. He was on an 
elevation from which he could survey the past and 
current superstitions, and detect the origin of most 
of them in 'ignorance and credulity. Origen re­ 
plies to him from the level of contemporary illu­ 
sions, from which he was as little tree as the least 
instructed of his catechumens. Celsus tells him 
that names are not things, that names are but signs, 
and that different words in different languages 
mean tbe same object; that when the re­ 
ligious 
Greeks speak 
of Zeus, 
and Latins 
of Jupiter, and Persians of Dis, and Jews of Jeho­ 
vah, they all mean the common Father of mankind. 
Origen answers that this cannot be, because if the 
forms a of the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, 
and the God ol Jacob, was properly pronounced, 
miracles were every day notoriously worked by it, 
while tbe names of other gods had no power at all. 
* * * The conjurers, whom Celsus aud Lucian 
knew to be charlatans and imposters, were to Or­ 
igen enchanters, who had made a compact with 
Satan, or had gained a power over them by magical 
arts. * * • Celsus understood the generation 
of human legends, and knew their worth 
or worthlessness. Origen 
took 
what 
he 
found. 
* * 
* On the mural and spiritual 
side Origen was as completely victorious as Celsus 
was irresistible on the intellectual. Celsus insisted 
that Christianity was identical in charar ter with a 
thousand other superstitions. Origen was able to 
insist on the extraordinary difference, that neither 
the philosophy of the Bchools, the mysteries of the 
festivals, nor the rituals of the heathen gods, availed 
tu check the impunity of severity, or to alleviate 
the miseries of mankind, and that vice and wretch­ 
edness disappeared in every house into which the 
gospel found an entrance. This was true : and it 
was a truth which outweighed a million fold the 
skiiifulest cavits of the intellect. 
Have we then no security that the facts of Script­ 
ure history are literally and precisely true? The 
question is less important than it seems. The story 
of Newton anu the apple may be a legend, yet none 
the less Newton discovered and revealed the true 
law of gravitation. A true religion, it cannot be 
too often rept'Ated, is not a history, but a declara­ 
tion of the present relation which exists at all times 
between Gc-J and man. So certainly the fathers of 
the church felt, or they would not have treated 
Scripture fact9 with the freedom of allegoric inter­ 
pretation which we uniformly find in them. 
The Iliad is in form a history ; the play ot “Hamh-i” 
is in form a history ; and doubtless some historical 
facts lay at the basis of Doth one and the other. But 
the exact incidents which happened in the Troad, 
or at Elsinore, are irrelevant to the truth of the 
Iliad, or the truth of “ Hamlet.” History is true 
or false, as it corresponds or does not correspond, 
which once occurred and never literally repeat 
themselves. A play or a poem is true, it it contains 
a true picture of human nature; and it embodies 
not a single order of facts, or the inferences from 
a single order of f eta. but the faithful observation 
of all human phenomena. Truth is thus of more 
kinds than one, and the truth which is of most im­ 
portance to mankind is not the truth of a particular 
fact which occurred once in time, but the truth 
ot the eternal facts of the constitution of the uni­ 
verse, the same yesterday, to-day, and forever. 
The remaining papers are historical and 
critic U, the last being an allegory of a pleas­ 
antly humorous character, in which the qual­ 
ities of tho life work of a group of people of 
varied pursuits and positions, who happen to 
be thrown together by accident at a railroad 
aiding, are comparatively weighed. 
It is not necessary to remark upon the style 
or the method of Mr. Froude. That has been 
done at length in these columns before ; but 
it may be noted that becanse these are casual 
papers, they are no less graceful ia diction or 
profound ia treatment than the more ex­ 
tended works of the historian. Tbe charac­ 
ters he describes are finished studies of varied 
cadence and subtle ease. Froude’s work is 
never lightly done. While, however, it is 
grave, and often to severity, it is also as often 
musical with the rarest formB of rhetoric. 
Whatever be writes stands like a noble chis­ 
eled monument in its individuality, and its 
speaking eloquence of the genius of the mas­ 
ter who cut its lines.

T he “ Clerk ” H eard F rom.—Last even­ 
ing the Government weather clerk and his as­ 
sistant seDt to this office a statement of the 
condition of the barometer along the coast, and 
a statement of the rain which has fallen dur­ 
ing previous Bessons to a corresponding date. 
The closing of the communication sounds 
very much as though he feared that an 
investigation into the workings of his c ffice 
would be demanded by this apparently 
outraged people. 
It is 
as follows: 
The barometer last night at the 8 P. u re­ 
port was falling slowly from Olympia to Los 
Angeles, and slowly rising at San Diego. 
The weather was clear at Sacramento, fair at 
Los Angeles and Rusebnrg, and the remain­ 
ing portion of the Pacific slope was cloudy. 
A sprinkle of rain has fallen in the past eignt 
hours at Olympia, Itoeebnrg and San Diego, 
while at Oregon the large amount of .08 of 
an inch was precipitated in the past twenty- 
four honrs. What the weather for the next 
twenty-four hours, or even forty-eight 
hours, will be, is a complicated con­ 
undrum that everybody gives up. The 
raiufall for the past six seasons up to 
the present date was as follows : For the 
season of 1877-8, 22 inches; 1878-9, 13.59 
ir c’aes ; 1879-80, 10.47 inches ; 1880-81, 23 97 
inches; 1881-2, 14.07 iucbes; 1882-3, 10.89 
inches. We have, therefore, for the present 
season more rain to date than was precipi­ 
tated to a corresponding date during 1879-80. 
It cught to be in order to compare that sea­ 
son so far with the present, and see what the 
crop amounted to io the summer of 1880. It 
is a constitutional and hereditary failing of 
the farmer, rancher, agriculturist, or what­ 
ever name a tiller of the soil may be termed, 
to grumble and complain, for it is either 
too much moisture or too little ; they will be 
either ruined by rust or drought. I do not 
see but what the tiller of the soil has kept 
pace with other classes of industry in the 
improvement of tbeir surroundings and 
money-making faculties. I shall hope for 
rain soon, but from what grain I saw in a 
tec-mile ride in the country to-day, I am any­ 
thing else but discouraged at the prospects of 
the crop of the summer of 1883. 
B oard cf Supervisors.—Yesterday was 
the last day of the regular session of the 
Board of Supervisors. All the members were 
present. On motion, the claim of Lee Stan­ 
ley, administrator of the estate of William 
Jarvis, deceased, for rebate of taxes, was re­ 
ferred to the District Attorney, Assessor aDd 
Auditor. The Committee on Roads and 
Bridges reported against granting the peti­ 
tion of Fenley McMnllan and others, for the 
appointment of R. H. Manning as Road 
Ovtrseer of District No. 3, giving as a reason 
that there would be no vacancy in the dis­ 
trict until Jane 14sh. 
The report was 
adopted. The same committee reported 
favorably on the petition of O. L. Donaldson 
and others for a new road in Alabama town­ 
ship, and Thomas Fowler, C. M. West and 
A. G. Winn were appointed viewers. The 
contract between Dr. G. A. White, Superin­ 
tendent of the Connty Hospital, and the 
county, was presented, approved, and ordered 
spread on the minates. The rules were sus­ 
pended, and bills allowed as follows : D.

BRIEF BOTES, 
Even the Prosecution Could Hot Believe 
Stotenberg's Story, and Moved to Dis­ 
charge the Prisoner. 
The examination of ex-Sheriff Frank Rahm 
for the alleged murder of his Under Sheriff 
terminated yesterday by the prisoner being 
discharged on motion of the prosecution. 
This is the termination which all who

was rare would come. The Recohd-Union 
while not wishing to shield any guilty person, 
no difference what the previous standing in 
the community might have been, has taken 
bnt little stock in the theory that ex-3heriff 
Rahm was the murderer of his, at the time, 
Under Sheriff. A few days after the arreBt 
was made the following was published : 
“ The Record-Union, in the absence of 
facts, has carefully avoided publishing any 
thing of sensational character about the mat­ 
ter, or any statements tending to produce a 
prejudgment of the case. All persona, even 
if charged with crime, are presumed by the 
law to be innocent until the contrary is 
preven, and should so be regarded by the 
public. The efforts of any paper in a case 
iike the present one, without the possession 
of any facts whatever, to endeavor to extend 
into columns in length, long drawn out 
shadows of rumors and ghostly speculations 
of theories, for sensstionai purposes, even un­ 
der the guise and pretense of * newspaper en­ 
terprise,’ is reprehensible in the eyes of a dis­ 
criminating public, and as arjournalistic as 
detrimental in the cause of justice.” 
At the opening of the Court yesterday the 
assessment list of the deceased, given in by 
him to the town of Woodland, for the fiscal 
year 1881-82, was offered in evidence. It 
showB that his total taxable property in the 
town was $330. It was admitted that Rahm 
requested the last Grand Jury to investigate 
the cause of the death of Maltby. 
Asa Brower remembered March 25, 1882. 
Knew deceased. Saw him drunk on that day 
in the evening. During the last year of his 
life the habits of deceased as to sobriety were 
good ; occasionally he had his spree; they 
would sometimes last three or four days. On 
March 26th he saw deceased and asked him 
how it happened that he got hurt. He said 
he could not tell me. About 9 o’clock I left 
him at Powers’ saloon, and never saw him 
again. Did not see defendant there that 
evening. 
When on Bprees, the deceased 
sometimes went to houses of prostitution. 
During the week he was missing I inquired 
of Rahm about him. We concluded be was 
at the “ Exchange,” where he bad spent the 
26th of March. When I last saw deceased 
he was sober. 
J. E. Baird had known Stotenberg 18 
years ; knew his reputation in this commu­ 
nity tor truth and veracity ; it is bad ; never 
heard of bis honesty or integrity being im­ 
peached ; always heard him spoken of sb a 
great blowhard. 
O. C. Jackson testified that he had told Dan 
Burns that Stotenburg was the d—t liar in 
the world. Witness offered to explain bow 
he came to say this. Defendant objected and 
the Court refused to permit the explanation. 
Defendant offered to prove by persons to 
whom he bad told them, the various tough 
stories of Stotenberg’s exploits, but the Court 
refused to hear them. The defense then 
closed. 
J. C. Ball, in rebuttal, testified that one of 
the Hornlein brothers told him at Sacramento, 
about two months ago, that he knew Harris, 
and asked Stotenberg, who was with me, if 
that was the man who was there with him. 
Stotenberg said yes. He then said, “ Yes, I 
know him; he was here yesterday, and left, 
saying he was going to the mines.” Don’t 
know the Hornlein boys apart unless I Bee 
them together. It may have been Hugo, 
though I thought it was Max. Hornlein 
never told me that Stotenberg had requested 
him to tell me thi->. Yesterday Hugo Horn­ 
lein stated that Stotenberg had asked him to 
tell Ball these stories, but stated he had not 
done so, and that he had told Ball and also 
the District Attorney about them, and refused 
to assist in misleading them in respect to 
knowing Harris. 
C. T. Jones, of counsel for the prosecution, 
then addressed the Court. He said ever since 
his admission to the bar be bad always been 
ready to prosecute any guilty party, but 
never considered it a duty to ask a prisoner 
to be held unless there was evidence to war­ 
rant it, and in this the District Attorney 
agreed with him. He said that while be was 
not satisfied that suicide had been committed, 
there were more indications now that such 
was the case than before the examination. A 
motive for suicide had been shown. He be­ 
lieved that Rahm should be fully exone­ 
rated ; that everybody engaged in the prose­ 
cution had acted fairly and in good taith; 
that parties bad made statements that misled 
those engaged in the proBecutioD, and when 
put upon the stand did Dot testify to things 
they had told the prosecution. He thought 
Stotenberg’s testimony was entirely valueless. 
He therefore moved the discharge of the de­ 
fendant. This was done. Many pressed 
forward to shake the hand of Rahm. 
Yesterday afternoon preparations were 
being actively made to hold a mass meeting 
of the citizens of Yolo, to express their senti­ 
ments in relation to the prosecution of de­ 
fendants. A circular was issued, signed 
“ Many Citizens,” calling the meeting, and a 
band of music was engaged for the occasion. 
An effigy of George Harris had been pre­ 
pared as nearly as could be to fit the descrip­ 
tion given of him by Stotenberg, who said be 
was dark-complexioned, and the description 
of him by another witness, who said he was 
light-complexioned. In order to accommo­ 
date the effigy to each description, the 
whiskers on one side were white and on the 
other side black. The intention was to burn 
this gentleman’d effigy. Some talk was also 
being indulged in when the Record-Union’s 
representative left the scene to burn 
in effigy the District Attorney, Joseph 
Craig, but many citizens of Woodland 
were strenuously 0]loosed to Buch a proceed­ 
ing, and it was thought that better counsels 
would prevail. Owing to the closing of the 
telegraph office at au early hour in Woodland, 
it is not known at this writing how jubilant 
the citizens became, or to what extent their 
indignation was shown. 
In closing the account of the examination 
it may be interesting to readers of tbeRECOED- 
U nion to give some of tbe adventures of Len 
Stotenberg as they are said to have been de­ 
tailed by himself. The defense yesterday of­ 
fered to Bhow that Len had a diseased mind, 
and the mode proposed to be followed in 
making this proof was first to prove the fact 
of his having told many tough yarns, and 
then put experts on the stand and take their 
opinion as to whether or not his mind was 
sound. The Btories they offered to prove 
were in substance as follows : 
He told te one party that his mother kept 
$3,000,000 put away in her trunk, and when­ 
ever he wanted a few thousand all he had to 
do was to “ tap the old lady’s bank ” and he 
c mid get all the money he wanted, and that 
the only reason he worked at all was to while 
the dull time away. Another time he was at 
a neighb >ring town and had one of his fingers, 
which bad been cut off in childhood, tied up 
with a rag. He showed this iu a crowd, and 
stated that he had the day before been in a 
fight in Woodland ; that his assailant used a 
knife, and that in attempting to wrest the 
koife from nis antagonist he had his fugar 
cut smooth off, and made a motion as if to 
pull off the bandage ; a bystander advised tim 
not to take it off, as he might catch cold iu it, 
and he concluded ha tadbetter not, Acothtr 
time he told the telegraph operator at Dunne- 
gan that he had a fight with a man, had 
killed him and thrown bis corpse into Cache 
creek and tied ; be had changed his mind, and 
desired word sent to the Sheriff that he would 
give himself up, and for that offi aer to corns 
for him. Another story was that bis em­ 
ployers owed him $1,500; that he ex­ 
pected they coaid never pay, and had taken 
a team he was driving as security. 
Another was that he had seduced a young 
lady in Michigan ; that her father and brother 
had followed him here ; that they came up 
.with him at Davisville, and the trio went out 
to the bank of Fatah creek to fight it out; 
that tbe father shot and missed him ; that he 
shot and killed the father ; that the brother 
then went at him with a knife and cut him 
all to pieces, and then started to depart, bnt 
before he could do so he (Stotenberg) suc­ 
ceeded in mortally wounding him ; that be 
thea threw his dead man into the creek and 
escaped; that remorse had overtaken him, 
and that be was now anxiously hunting an 
i fficer. There were said to be millions more, 
bu’. these will do to illustrate his style. 
Yesterday James Smith, the Folsom con­ 
vict, who was taken to Woodland to testify in 
the case, was returned to his prison borne in 
charge of Deputy Sheriff Montgomery, of 
Yolo county. 
In justification of the detectives who made 
tbe arrest of the ex-Sheriff and his late depu­ 
ties, it may be said that persons who were 
expected to give direct testimony in the ease, 
with the exception of Stotenberg, who stuck 
to his story until the last, nearly all failed, 
and when put under oath refused to state the 
cir.'umstauces which they had related to the 
officers.

A Hair-Covered H erm it Captured for Bar­ 
naul. 
Among the paesengera the other night 
bound for New York from the W est on the 
day expreai was a wild man, who oconpied 
a seat in smokine car No. 153. 
He was 
accompanied by James Harvey and Ray­ 
mond Boyd, his captors, both of whom be­ 
long in Padncah county, Ky. 
They had 
three second-class tiekets to New York, 
which privileges them to three seats in the 
smoking car of any iirst-clase train. They 
were on their way to Bridgeport, Conn., 
to make arrangements with P. T. Barnum 
to exhibit their prize in conjunction with 
hia cireu». 
W hen the day exprese arrived 
at the Broad Street Station, at S o’clock, 
Jam es Harvey ran down down the plat­ 
form into the restaurant and purchased a 
box of Bardines and some sandwiches for 
the wild man’s sapper. 
His companion 
remained in the smoker 
in charge of 
the wild man 
He was dressed in cit-. 
zen’s dress, and wore big co th shoes. 
H s 
hair reaches nearly to nia waist and falls 
over his shoulders, completely covering his 
b ack ; his beard íb long and thick, while 
hia eyebrows are much heavier than those 
of an ordinary human being. 
There is 
nothing imbecile in the wild man's man­ 
ners or actions. 
He cannot talk, and sel­ 
dom makes any soond whatever except a 
low howl like a leopard. 
His actions are 
as ranch like those of the hyena in the Zoo­ 
logical Garden aB it Is possible for anything 
in human fo/m to be. 
Raymond Boyd, 
who seemed to have perfect control over 
the wild man, said his body was covered 
with coarse, brown hair as thick as the 
hair on a horse's hide. 
The palms of the 
han is looked like the paws ot a bear, and 
his finger nails, which were over an inch 
long, resembled the claws of an eagle. He 
was first seen in Paducah county thirteen 
years ago, and was known as “ Mum, the 
H erm it,” because whenever any one ao- 
costed him all he would say was, “ Mum’s 
the word.” 
He lived in an old pine but in 
the woods for about five years, and was 
seldom seen by any one. 
Finally he aban­ 
doned the hut and took up his abode in a 
cave under a ledge of rocks known as “ Liz- 
zard Rock.” A little over six years ago 
two or three citizens of Paducah county, 
while out hunting, saw him running into 
his cave without a stitch of clothing on 
him. 
He was seen several times after that 
wearing no clothing. 
Three years ago it 
was discovered that a thick coat of hair 
had grown all over hia body. 
Boyd and 
Harvey built a man trap for him over three 
weeks ago, and placed a big piece of fresh­ 
ly-killed beef in it. 
They watched the 
trap for three days before he entered it. 
He was not afraid of any bird or beast of 
prey, but ran terrified away from any hu­ 
man being who approached him. 
I t took 
two days to accustom the man beast to 
their presence. 
The tinkle of a small din­ 
ner bell they used had a great influence 
over him. 
He watched the bell intently 
but would not touch it. 
Some time ago a 
farmer missed a calf and two sheep, which 
had strayed off. 
Tney were tracked to 
“ MumV’ cave ; here all trace of them was 
lost, and it is supposed be devoured them. 
In his cave, which he had occupied for the 
last seven or eight years, Boyd and R ay­ 
mond found the skeletons of small animals 
and the skins of over fifty snakeB. 
Some 
of the skins belonged to the most veno­ 
mous species of reptiles. 
The floor of the 
cave was alive with red and green lizzards. 
and hundreds of toads hopped about. The 
wil'd man ate the J p x of sardines vo­ 
raciously, aud the (Vo sandwiches which 
were handed him were greedily pulled 
apart. 
He ate the ham and threw away 
the bread. 
Whenever a train passed on 
the opposite track he crouched down in the 
corner of the seat terror stricken. 
After 
the train passed he would pat his hand to 
his ear and listen with a look of animal 
canning stealing ont of his restless eyes, 
like a panther abont to pounce on its prey. 
Every time the engineer blew his whiBtle 
the wild man wonld grab the back of the 
seat with both bands and held on until the 
whistle ceased blowing. 
Boyd had a little 
tin music-box which he manipulated with 
a crank. 
The one tune of “ Empty is the 
Cradle” was ground again and again to the 
great satisfaction of the ex-hermit, who 
sat and looked at it silently, but wonld not 
tonch it. 
When Conductor H arry Smith 
took out his glistening nickle-plated punch 
to cancel the tickets the wild man watched 
the pnncb intently until he heard it snap. 
Then he got down in the corner of the seat 
fairly shivering with fear, and set up a low 
howl supposing, evidently, thpt Conductor 
Smith was about to wing him. 
Boyd and 
Harvey said that there was a story to the 
effect that the wild man had originally come 
from North Carolina, and that during the 
war he had been a sharpshooter on Bald 
mountain, and that shortly after the war 
he had murdered a whole family of settlers 
in the mountain and fled. 
Both Boyd and 
Harvey appear like shrewd fellows, and 
expect to make a fortune out of their prize. 
Their great anxiety and fear is that the au­ 
thorities will interfere with them, and 
claim that the man is simply a lunatic, and 
place him in some institution. 
They had 
the snake skins in a box in the baggage car, 
together with some other curiosities found 
in the cave. 
Boyd said that the wild man 
will not touch anything but fruit and meat, 
which he eats ravenously, and much the 
same as a wild beast. Cigar smoke bothered 
him a good deal, and he kept driving it 
away from him with his clawy hands. When 
the train arrived in Jersey City the men 
took a carriage and said they were going to 
take the New Haven night boat from the 
foot of Peck slip, aud avoid a daylight 
crowd in New York. 
In case they can not 
make satisfactory terms with Barnum, or 
some other prominent circus man, they in­ 
tend exhibiting their prize themselves as 
soon as they can extensively advertise him, 
beginning at New Y orkoity some time in 
Msy. 
In the meantime they are going to 
keep him in some secluded place on Long 
Island.—[Philadelphia Press. 


EVOLUTION 
OF 
MAN. 


At the January meeting of the London 
Anthropological Institute, W . S. Duncan 
read a paper on the probable region of 
man’s evolution. 
Starting with the as­ 
sumption that man was evolved from a 
form lower in organization than that of the 
lowest type yet discovered, and that his 
organization formed no exception to the 
general law of evolution recognized as ac­ 
counting for the appearance of the lower 
’forms of life, the author said that man's 
most immediate ancestors mast have been 
similar in structure to that of the existing 
Anthropoid apes, although it was not nec­ 
essary to suppose that any of the Anthro­ 
poid apes at present existing belong to the 
same family as that of man. 
The science 
of the distribution of animals showed that 
the higher types of moDkeys and apes ap­ 
pear to have had their origin in the Old 
W orld, the American continent being en­ 
tirely destitute of them, either alive or 
fossil. 
The distribution of the greater por­ 
tion of the animals of the Old W orld was 
shown to have taken a generally southward 
direction, owing to the gradual increase of 
the cold, which culminated in the last Ice 
Age. 
This migration was, however, inter­ 
rupted by the interposition of the M editer­ 
ranean and other seas, and thns, althongh 
a few of these animals were enabled to 
jonrney on until they reached tropical re­ 
gions, the majority were compelled to re­ 
main behind, where they had to exist under 
altered circumstances. 
The temperature 
was much lower, and as a result of the con­ 
sequent diminution of the number of fruit 
forests, a change in the food and in the 
manner in which it was obtained by the 
apes occurred. 
A considerable alteration 
took place also in the manner in which they 
were forced to use their limbs, and it was 
to the operation of these and other causes 
that the ape form became stamped with 
-human characteristics such as the curvature 
of the spine and an increase in the breadth 
of the pelvis. 
For these reasons the au­ 
thor regarded the south of Europe as the 
part in which it was most likely that the 
evolution of man took place.

THE 
CHARM OF LETTERS. 


One of the most charming chapters in 
that most charming book, “ Cranford,” con­ 
tains the description of Miss Matty, sorting 
her letters. 
Letters have a carious vital­ 
ity about them ; they carry us back with 
one bound to the days in which they were 
written. 
Time softens so many things, 
changes so entirely their aspects, blots out 
so many lines, th at our memory scarcely 
serves us. 
But letters catch the thousand 
and one little trivialities o f every-day life, 
and preserve them loDg after the “ hand 
that w rit ” them is dust. The wit and scan­ 
dal and gossip of the court of Louis XIV. are 
kept as fresh for us as though they belonged 
to yesterday, in the pages of Madame de 
Sevigne’s letters. 
W e pass calm and un­ 
eventful days with Jane Austen in the 
little Hampshire parsonage th at stood on 
the edge of the open chalk downs, nestling 
amoDg the neat hazel copses. 
We smelt 
with William Cowper the sweet penetrat­ 
ing scent of the mignonette in the flower­ 
bed 
opposite 
his 
window, 
or wan­ 
der 
with 
him 
and 
Mrs. 
Unwin 
through the pleasure-grounds of W es­ 
ton. 
Or we diseñes 
household affairs 
for the benefit of her “ Piueship ” with 
kindly Richard Steele, while “ the brats 
* 
* 
* 
stand on each side of the table,” 
and “ Miss Moll has taken upon her to hold 
the sand box, and is so impertinent in 
her office ” that the honest man “ cannot 
write more.” 
For the very essence of a 
letter is that it should not merely contain 
news, bnt th at it Bhould bring with it a 
touch, an 
aroma, a subtle somethin/, 
which is individual to the writer. 
And 
the best letters often contain the leaBt 
news, but have been w ritten as they are 
read—without effort. 
They have no pur­ 
pose, no design, and their very art is the 
“ art of simplicity.” 
“ I believe I am go­ 
ing to write a long letter, and have there­ 
fore taken a whole sheet of paper,” writes 
Johnson. 
“ This will be a quick return 
for yonrs, my dear Cassandra,” writes Miss 
Austen to her sister. 
“ I doubt its having 
much else to recommend i t ; but there is 
no saying—it m»y turn out to be a very 
long and delightful letter.” And it does 
turn out to be a delightful letter, like all 
those given to us in her memoir—letters 
overflowing with gentle humor aud keen 
appreciation of the little comedies which 
are forever being acted, free of charge, on 
the stfge of this world —[Temple Bar. * 


T h e B e g i n n i n g o f A r t.—Tne more we 
study the past the more surely do we re­ 
cognize the truth contained in those myths 
and traditions which betray the influence 
exercised upon Greece by the people of 
Egypt, Syria and Asia Minor. 
To confine 
ourselves to the plastic arts, the historian 
of Greek art discovers survivals, forms 
and motives, which had been employed in 
previous centuries and earlier civilizations, 
in exact proportion to the accuracy of his 
researches and to the number of his ele­ 
ments for comparison. 
He also finds that 
the Greeks borrowed frem the same in­ 
structors those industrial processes which, 
althongh not in themselves artistic, are 
among the antecedent conditions of art— 
namely, metallurgy, 
ceramics, 
smiths’ 
works, glass-making, weaving, embroider}', 
stone-working, and carving—in a word, 
all those trades which seem 
so simple 
when 
their 
Becrets 
are 
known, 
but which, nevertheless, represent the 
accumulated efforts of countless unknown 
inventors. 
Even after Greek art had 
reached perfection, and was in the fall en­ 
joyment of her own individuality, we still 
find traces of these early borrowings. Some­ 
times it is a decorative motive, like the 
Bphinx, the griffin, the palm-leaf, and many 
others, which, invented on the banks of 
the Nile or the Tigris, were transported to 
Greece, and there preserved, to be handed 
down to our modern ornamentista. 
The 
nearer we get to the fountain head of 
Greek art, the more we are Btruck with 
these resemblances, which are something 
beyond mere coincidences. 
W e find ana­ 
logous methods of indicating the human 
skeleton, of accenting its articulations, of 
representing the drapery with which the 
forms are covered. 
Greek taste had Dot 
yet so transformed the details of or­ 
namentation as 
to prevent 
ns from 
recogn>zing the motives which commerce 
had brought for its use over the .Egean or 
the mountains of Asia Minor.—[The Fort­ 
nightly Review.

F a s t T r a v e l i n g .—“ One of th e fastest 
trips I ever made over the Lake Shore Rail­ 
road,” said an old engineer the other day, 
“ was when I yanked Commodore Vander­ 
bilt from Erie to Cleveland in an hour and 
th irty minutes. 
That was on the 1st or 2d 
of May, 1S76, the day before the stock­ 
holders’ meeting. 
The special had been 
delated all the way from New York to 
Buffalo by the immense travel over the 
road incidental to the Centennial Exhibi­ 
tion. W hen I backed up to the car at Erie, 
my orders were to ‘let her out,’ and I did. 
From Erie to Girard, Penn., the track was 
heavy, and it took us eighteen minutes to 
make the fifteen miles. 
That wonid never 
do. 
The fireman braced up the fire and I 
pulled her open. W ell, now, we fairly flew. 
You see we had to make four stops, once 
for water and three times at targets. W hen 
you come to take out of ninety-nine min­ 
utes, the actual time consumed in the whole 
trip, the time occupied in four stops and the 
time lost in going from Erie to Girard, you 
can see that some lively time had to be made 
somewhere. The distance is 99i miles, and 
we must have made the last eignty of them 
in just eighty minutes and stopped four 
times. I guessed that’s a little the liveliest 
traveling the old man ever got.”—[Ameri­ 
can Rjúlroad Journal.

ABOUT TRANSPORTATION. 


THE QKBAT REDUCTION IN COST 07 
CHARGES OF RAILWAY SERVICE. 


TUe Principles on Which Bates Are 
Basel—Fallare of State 
Ownership. 


IFrom the Chicago Times ] 
In previous articles on the transportation 
cuestión It baa been shown that, under the 
free and unrestricted control of railroads 
by their owners, the burden of transporta­ 
tion on commerce has been, through the 
operation of the sovereign laws of trade, 
very greatly lightened. The extent to 
which it has been so lightened is repre­ 
sented by an aggregate sum of vast propoi- 
tions. In order to solve the increasing ex­ 
igencies of production, great economy and 
improvement in the railway service have 
been effected, thus enabling the railroads 
to meet the necessity for important and 
continued reduction in transportation rates. 
It has been shown that the aggregate sum 
saved by reduction in freight charges alone 
for the period between the close of the war 
of the rebellion and the present year is 
fully one and a half times greater than the 
entire money cost of the war to the people 
of the United States. The difference be­ 
tween the sum of 
THE GROSS FREIGHT EARNINGS 
On all the railroads of the United States 
for the single year of 1881 as compared 
with what such sum would have been had 
the rates charged from 1866 to 1S69 re­ 
mained in force appearr thus : 
They would have been, specie value...$1,375,000,000 
They were In fact.................................... 550,000,000 
The difference amounting to................. $825,000,000 
—exceeding by $100,006,000 the sum of 
the direct aud indirect taxes levied on the 
people in 1881 for national, State and mu­ 
nicipal revenues, all taxes being about 
$723,000,000. In the movement of freight 
on the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad the average rate per ton per mile 
has in fifteen years declined from a fraction 
over 3 cents to a fraction over 1 cent—the 
rate now being bnt one-third that of 1S68 
The increase in service performed has been 
about 900 per cent., while the earnings 
from freight have increased but about 300 
per cent. Thns, the company performed 
three times the service to earn a dollar in 
18S2 that it did in 1S6S, and in the last 
year the public obtained transportation for 
300 tons of freight for the same money 
thev paid for transporting 100 tons in 1868. 
An exhibit similar in kind is shown in the 
passenger traffic on this road for the same 
period. The saving to the public by the 
reduction in traffic rates since 1S68 on the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad 
foots up for both passengers and freight 
the enormous sum of $177,011,164 92. 
THE REDUCTION IN THE RATES 
Charged on all lines of railway is to be at­ 
tributed not alone to the fact that the cost 
of transportation has been greatly lessened 
by the consolidation of lines, and by ma­ 
terial improvements in the operation of 
railways, but also in part to the fact that 
the transporter has reliquiahed proportion­ 
ately of his profits—the net earnings per 
ton per mile being, in general, correspond­ 
ingly reduced. Commenting on the facts 
of the marked reduction in transportation 
rates on par railways, Edward Atkinson, 
the well known railroad statistician, eays : 
41 In connection with thÍ9 grand success, 
which has given the United States by far 
the most effective and the cheapest railway 
service in the world, witnees the utter fail­ 
ure of the State ownership of the railways 
in France, upon the testimony of her great 
Minister of Finance, Leon Say. In the 
last number of the Journal des Ecotiomistes 
Leon Say pronounces the State system of 
owning and operating railways in France 
¿o be an 
UTTER AND COMPLETE FAILURE ; 
The cost of construction to be excessive, 
the service poor, and the nation taxed 
heavily each year to make up for the de­ 
fluency in earnings. And this deficiency, 
which a short time ago was small, is now 
annually increasing, because under the in­ 
efficient system of State management the 
cost of operating the railways is constantly 
absorbing a larger and larger share of the 
.gross receipts from the traffic, while the 
method of appointments to the railway 
management has become a potent cause of 
corruption, and is one of the greatest dan­ 
gers to the stability of the French Repub­ 
lic.” The free building of railroads by 
<c irporate capital, and their free operation 
\iy the companies, have resulted in this 
country in the increasing efficiency and 
cheapness of a system of internal trans­ 
- portation which has reached a stage of per­ 
fection unequaled elsewhere in the world, 
in this main fact is found sufficient argu­ 
ment against attempts to regulate trans­ 
portation rates by statute. But, further­ 
more, all experience proves the mischievous 
impolicy of statutory regulations. Con­ 
sidered from the standpoint of public 
interest, the vital and unavoidable error of 
railroad legislation is the practical subor­ 
dination thus involved of the natural 
economic forces of trade to artificial stand­ 
ards. From such obstruction of the 
FREE COURSE OF NATURAL LAWS, 
Evils of far greater and wider consequence 
must always ensue than the instances of 
temporary or apparent imperfections and 
iniquities it is sought to remedy. It would 
be impossible for the ablest railway experts 
to formulate a code by which to make up 
the traffic rates of a railway company. 
The principles which operate in determin­ 
ing rates can never be definite and abso­ 
lute in their relative degrees of action, but 
must constantly adjust themselves to the 
changing and growing needs of our foreign 
and domestic commerce. The primary 
basis of railroad rates as a whole is the 
amount of capital inconvertibly invested 
in construction and the expenses of opera­ 
tion taken in connection with the volume 
of traffic. State interference with the 
management of railway praperty must have 
regard to this fundamental basis, for other­ 
wise theie would be presupposed not only 
the right of the Government to confiscate 
the property of the citizen at will, but also 
indifference on the part of the Government 
to the preservation of capital as such. On 
this general basis the application of rates 
to particular classes of traffic, and in de­ 
tail, must be such as to afford the means 
for the 
PROFITABLE EXCHANGE OF COMMODITIES 
Between the people of different States or 
nations, and thus encourage and stimulate 
production, while at the same time return­ 
ing to the transporter a reasonable profit 
for his service. It is because of this need 
of the free and flexible application of rates 
to meet the constantly growing and chang­ 
ing requirements and exigencies of produc­ 
tion and trade that legislation antagonizes 
public interest in just so far as it lays 
down definite and restrictive regulations, 
or establishes arbitrary standards of tariff 
adjustments. Thus the principle of uni­ 
form rates per ton per mile is vicionB, be­ 
cause in practice it discriminates against a 
producing country in proportion to its com­ 
parative distance from the general markets, 
and against a people who do not furnish 
their own supplies within themselves in 
proportion to their remoteness from the 
sources of supply. The principle of coat 
and risk of service, which includes consid­ 
erations of the bulk and value of commod­ 
ities, if applied as an arbitrary standard, 
is equally impracticable, inequitable and 
prohibitory. 
FOR MANY YEARS THE BRITISH PARLIAMENT 
Made railway transportation the subject of 
regulation by statutes, which vainly as­ 
sumed to correct certain alleged abuses and 
at the same time preserve unimpaired the 
general value and serviceableness of the 
railroads as common carriers. The whole 
subject was finally committed to a Royal 
Commission on Railways, composed of some 
of the ablest statesmen and economists in 
the kingdom, to devise and report a plan 
of legislation for railways which would beat 
promote all interests. After long and ex­ 
haustive investigation the Commission was 
compelled to conclude that the adoption of 
rales or standards for the adjustment of 


tariffs was an unwise exercise of the legis­ 
lative power. They found that three- 
fourths of the trsffie of Great Britain was 
conducted on so-called special rates. They 
reported that “ the principle whioh gov­ 
erns a railway company in fixing the rate 
is that of creating a traffic by charging snch 
a sum for conveyance as will induce the 
produce of one district to compete with an­ 
other in a common market.” And farther 
that “ the power of granting special rates 
permits a development af trade which 
wonld not otherwise exist, and it is abun­ 
dantly evident that a large portion of the 
trade of the country at the present time 
haa been created by and is continued on 
the faith of special rates,” 
IF UNTRAMMELED BY RESTRICTIVE STATUTES, 
Railway companies grant special rates when 
necessary to foster enterprise and enoonrage 
trade. To promote production, on which 
traffic depends, they often find it to their 
ultimate advantage to carry at a small pro­ 
fit, or none at all, and not infrequently at 
a positive loss. The questions constantly 
arising in the adjustment of tariffs so as 
best to serve our multiplying commerce re­ 
quire a board of experts to be in constant 
session. Such are the traffic managers of 
oar railways who are called npon to know 
and to practically consider all the influ­ 
ences, immediate or remute, which affect 
the principles of transportation, not only 
in the framing of standard tariffs, bnt in 
determining the special rates that are to 
meet the multitude of particular emergen­ 
cies that constantly present themselves. 
In this work of internal development nnder 
the operation of the laws of supply and 
demand, statutes can interfere only to the 
detriment of the public interest.

A Real Romance with Romantic Termina­ 
tions. 
Many years back a Scot named Dewar 
settled in the South.

He gave both a good education, and so ar­ 
ranged his property that in case of his 
death they would receive the whole of it. 
The son died before he became of age, and 
the daughter married a Mr. C., a gentle­ 
man whose family were formerly residents 
at Islep, Long Island. Soon afterward 
her mother died, 
and her father 
did not long survive. In accordance with 
a carefully prepared plan, all his es­ 
tate went to her. Her husband managed 
affairs with skill and judgment, and they 
grew wealthier every year. They had two 
sons and a daughter. The latter was fair 
and very lovely, and the former were fine, 
strong youths. The younger was acci­ 
dentally drowned in his seventeenth year, 
and the elder, after he reached manhood, 
was appointed to a diplomatic position.

living in Harlem, he made inquiries in that 
locality and discovered his man. He found 
him broken down and poor. The gentle­ 
man told his discovery, and to his amaze­ 
ment the above story was disclosed. Kop­ 
pel asked the gentleman to act as his agent 
in the matter, and the gentleman 
called on counselor Mirabangh L. Towns 
and consulted him. 
Koppel is heir 
to all the property left by nis discarded 
son, and an agreement has been drawn up 
by Judjp Towns by which three responsi­ 
ble persons in the South undertake to re­ 
cover the estate for the father.—[Brooklyn 
Eagle. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA, 
The Trip a t the “ Bog Crowd "—The Pro­ 
ducts of that Portion of the State- 
Some Incidents. 
On the 13th inst. our party of excuraioniets, 
thirty-eight in number, left Sacramento for 
Southern California, having chartered a Sil­ 
ver Palace sleeping-car for the ronnd trip. 
At Lathrep onr car was attached to the 
Southern Pacific express. Between Sacra­ 
mento and Lathrop, from appearances, the 
crops have not suffered much from the 
drought, and it may be said that the grain 
crop looks fair as far as Merced ; but beyond 
that point, until Los Angeles is reached, the 
want of rain is apparent (except such places 
as can be Irrigated). At the time we left 
Sacramento we thought only of going to Los 
Angeles, but dispatches received from Mr. 
Victor, General Superintendent of the South 
ern California Railroad, granting reduced 
ratee over his road from Colton to National 
City, it was agreed to proceed direct to Na­ 
tional City, the terminus of the Southern 
California Railroad in San Diego county, 
Mr. Jewett, Division Superintendent of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad at Los An­ 
geles, very kindly gave us the use of 
the car we came in from Sacramento, 
from Los Angeles to Colton. At Colton we 
boarded the S. C. R. R. cars on our way to 
the shores of the Pacific. Four miles from 
Colton, on this railroad, we reach Riverside 
station; eight miles from Colton we are 
crossing the San Jacinto plains, a plateau or 
mesa on the mountain tops, over which the 
road is laid for some fifteen miles, the highest 
elevation of the road being about 1,500 feet 
above the sea. At Jacinto station we met 
C. McCreary and party, on their way to Riv­ 
erside. Leaving this plain the train passes 
through a range of the San Jacinto moun­ 
tains and enters the Temacula valley. In 
this valley there is considerable grain raised, 
and the acreage will be greatly increased now 
that railroad facilities are at hand for carry­ 
ing the crop to tide-water. After leaving 
this valley the train enters the Temacula 
canyon, in which the landscape scenery for 
twenty miles cen hardly be surpassed. In 
passing through this canyon the train stops 
at Fallbrook for lunch. Our party had pre­ 
viously sent a telegram from Temacula, or­ 
dering lunches for thirty persons. 
At 
present there is not any hotel accommoda­ 
tion, but nevertheless lunches were prepared 
that could not be surpassed in more favored 
localities. Leaving this canyon the iron-horse 
passes across the Siata Margarita ranch 
(said to contain 60,000 acres). When this 
ranch is crossed the Pacific ocean is reached 
near the station of San Luis Rey, a distance 
of fifty miles from San Diego. Fiom this 
point to San Diego the Southern Cali 
fornia Railroad is nearly parallel with the 
shore of the Pacific ocean, and the ocean is 
visible nearly the entire distance. It is get 
ting dark when Sau Diego is reached (6:35 
p. M ), but our party’s destination is National 
City, which is reached by 6:50 ‘p. m. Our 
host of the National City Hotel was ready, 
and our company provided with lodgings, etc. 
Shortly after dinner conveyances arrived, 
sent by the exhibitors at the National City 
Citrus Fair, to convey the entire party to 
the exbioition hall—an invitation 
that 
was heartily accepted by all. Here was 
found a genuine surprise to those of our 
number that had not visited National City at

previous exhibits. Six tables, twenty feet 
long and four feet wide, were civered with 
plateB of beautiful oranges, lemons, limes, 
apples, etc. Some of the tables were orna­ 
mented with wreaths made of cotton grown 
in the vicinity. Many of the Pacific Coast 
Press Association excursionists were present. 
When i is taken into consideration tnat this 
display of citrus and other fruits was made 
entirely by the members of the National City 
Grange (excepting one exhibit by Mr. Rich­ 
ardson, of San Gabriel, Los Angeles county), 
it must he conceded that the estimates made 
by the Kimball Brothers of the productive­ 
ness of the soil of the National ranch and 
vicinity are based upon facts which cannot be 
contradicted. Among the prominent exhibit­ 
ors at National City we met a former Sacra 
mentan, Mr. Swain, who is largely interested 
in fruit growing and nursery business. His 
order book sfiows the appreciation of many 
of our party. It includes orders for Sanga- 
rine, Mandarin, blood-red. Saint Michel and 
other choice varieties of citrus trees. 
Oa tbe 15th conveyances were procured and 
our party crossed the frontier line into Mex­ 
ico. Many letters and postals were written 
aod mailed on foreign soil. One of the party, 
who could not give up speculation, even in 
the land of tbe Montezumaa, iiquired the 
selling pries of a favorite commodity. He 
was answered, “ Two dollars per pound,” 
when he immediately procured writing mate­ 
rials and notified his agint of the advance in 
prices, and also that the scarcity of poles 
would prevent an overproduction in that sec­ 
tion for the present. Many of the orchards 
in the vicinity of San Diegc, old San Diegj 
Mission, Pleasant Valley, Bonnie Brea and 
other places were visited, and a unanimous 
verdict given that in the near future National 
City and surrounding country will be one of 
the greatest fruit-growing districts of South­ 
ern California. 
On the morning of the 16th our party 
boarded the train at National City, and after 
a ride of nearly fifty miles along San Diego 
hay and the Pacific Ocean, reached San Luis 
Ray on their return to Riverside to visit the 
Citrus Fair. The scenery passing up the 
Temecula canyon is grand. In eight miles of 
the road au ascent is made of 1,040 feet. 
The river—called by some the Temecula and 
by others the Santa Margurita—courses the 
entire length of the canyon. At present 
water-creeses of choice qu.lity are found in 
abundance in this stream. Arriving at 
Riverside, shortly after noon, our party 
reached the Glenwood Cottage, Frank Miller 
proprietor. The day previous the Pacific 
Coast Press Association excursionists, say 
120 in number, had arrived at Riverside, and 
there being but limited hotel accommodation, 
mine) host of the Glenwood, to use a com­ 
mon expression, was put upon his good be­ 
havior. However, our party were well pro­ 
vided for. 
THE CITRUS FAIR AT RIVERSIDE. 
The display of citrus fruits, etc., was mag­ 
nificent, occupying at least four hundred and 
fifty feet of tables, four feet in width. And 
in many cases very fine artistic displays 
were made, such as anchors, lyre, sailing 
vessel, etc. Some amusing incidents occurred 
during our visit to Riverside. One of our 
party, of fairavoirdupeiB weight,was accosted, 
as soou as he entered the place, on the bug 
question, but got off by pleading previous 
engagements. 
The Press Association was 
well represented in the hsll, but the subject 
of general remark was the industry displayed 
by persons wearing the badge of the Asso­ 
ciation in taking notes, while the Nicksons, 
DeweyB, Websters and other known newspa­ 
per men were enjoying themselves by ex­ 
amining the magnificent display, 
In the evening the Press Association gave 
an entertainment in the pavilion, which was 
well received by the immense gathering. The 
presiding officer, Mr. Barnes, appeared in his 
best, and to say that the ladies and gentle­ 
men taking part in the songs, etc., excelled, 
is but a partial acknowledgment of the merit 
of the entertainment. Our party are under 
obligations to Messrs. White, Bettner, Rude- 
ssll, L. M. Holt and others for favors. 
On the 17th conveyances were procured, 
aud a drive in the suburbs of Riverside occu­ 
pied the forenoon, including the famous Ar­ 
lington, Indianco and other avenues. After 
lunch conveyances took us to Riverside, a 
drive of two miles, on our way to Golton aud 
San Bernardino. Our parly are not only 
under obligations to Mr. Miller, of the Glen­ 
wood Cottage, for his efforts to provide for 
their comfort when his premises were more 
than crowded before we arrived* but also for 
his kindness in personally attending to (he 
transportation of baggage at Riverside and 
also at the railroad station. 
On their arrival at Colton the party took 
conveyances for San Bernardino, where they 
remained until noon of tbe 18 :h, visiting the 
various orchards in the vicinity, with which 
they were well pleased and very favorably 
impressed, not only with the excellence of tbe 
p'odnce, bnt that of the soil as well, and 
there are many districts where sales are not 
uncommon at $1,000 per acre. At 5 o’clock, 
p. m (the 18th), the party arrived at Los 
Angeles. 
On Monday, the 19th, conveyances were 
procured, and a visit was made to the San 
Gabriel vallev. Passing Pasadena, the party 
called upon Dr. and Mrs. JeDnie C. Carr, at 
their model farm, and were invited to in­ 
spect their beautiful residence, now in coarse 
of construction, and which will be finished in 
about two months. It is superfluous to say 
we were kindly entertained by Dr. and Mrs. 
Carr. Passing up the valley, the Sierra 
Madra Villa was reached, and mine host, Mr. 
Rhoadee, was called upon to supply the 
inner man. Suffice to say, the request was 
comp’ied with in Rhoades’ best style. 
The party proceeded to Sunny Slope, and 
were very fortunate in finding its proprietor, 
L. R. Rose, at home. Mr, Rose showed the 
party bis magnificent orange groves, vine­ 
yards, distilleries and store houses, and last, 
though Dot the least in'eresting, his stock of 


celebrated runners and trotters, for which the 
Sunny Slope stables have a wide reputation. 
It is unnecessary to say that the “ bug 
crowd ” was given ample opportunity to sam­ 
ple the various productions in the Sunny 
Slope cellars. After visiting the orchards of 
Mr. Titus and others, the party returned to 
Los Angeles by w»y of the Old Mission of 
San Gabriel. 
On the morning of the 20th the party 
proceeded to Santa Monies, where they spent 
a day on the seashore. 
One of the party 
amused the onlookers by a free exhi­ 
bition of surf-boatmanship with great 
credit, until be let the boat capsize and 
leave him a floundering mess in the surf. 
Fortunately the surf moved the body ashore 
before the life-saving apparatus could be pro­ 
cured. On their retnrn to Los Angeles a 
number of the party went to Anaheim, 
Orange, Tuetin City and Santa Ana. 
On the 21st the party visited many orchards 
in Los Angeles and vicinity, notably those of 
McKinley Bros., nurserymen, and the most 
extensive grower of deciduous fruits in Los 
Angeles county ; the celebrated Wolfskill 
orchard, and many others. At 5:15 p. m. tbe 
party embarked on board tbe Southern Pa­ 
cific express on their return home. It being 
clear moonlight, hilarity was the order, and 
none thought of retiring until Tehachapi 
and the scene oi the disaster and the famous 
Loop were passed, and not until Caliente was 
reached was quiet resumed. 
On the 22d, at 2:10 P. m., the party arrived 
safe at Sacramento after a pleasant excur­ 
sion, having traveled by rail, stage, etc., 
nearly 1,500 miles in nine days. 
Now that Southern California has been vis­ 
ited, and that at the time when it is said 
there is a boom in real estate, and when, as it 
were, the fabulous productions of that section 
of our beautiful State are the the me of con­ 
versation, comparisons msy be made without 
prejudice. San Diego comes to the front 
with producing fine fruits. Where irrigation 
is almost out of reach, further than 
what is taken from Mother Earth 
bv windmills, etc., unimproved lands are 
offered near the railroad stations at from $75 
to $150 per acre ; fifteen miles from the rail­ 
road, say $25 per acre. Riverside asks $200 
to $300 per acre for unimproved lands, with 
water rights, and for orchards coming into 
bearing $1.000 per acre, and in some cases 
$1,500 per acre. A trade was made on the 
16th instant of twenty acres for $19,000. 
San Bernardino and vicinity have abo high- 
priced property. At Los Angeles and vicin­ 
ity orchard property is bringing very high 
figures, iu fact a boom is raging throughout 
that section. There cannot be any doubts or 
denial that the appearance of the orchard 
property in Southern California is beautiful, 
aud that the returns from many orchards are 
large—aye, handsome. For instance, a dealer 
in Los Angeles, E. Germain, paid for the 
WolfBkill orchard crop of oranges (28 acres), 
and packs and boxes them, $25 000. And 
many such trades have been made. 
Nearly a million of citrus trees will, 
in 
addition to those now bearing, 
send their produce to market within the next 
two years. Are calculations based on these 
sales to be relied upon as future prices ? If 
so, then the produce of Southern California, 
rated at $1,000 per acre, warrants the present 
boom. 
The query may be made, can any other 
portion of the State producá such results, and 
have an equally reliable market for their pro­ 
duce ? I think that there can be reliad on a 
fair market in Sacramento and adjoining coun­ 
ties of Central California for orchard produce. 
In this vicinity Bartlett pears produce in 
cases over $1000 per acre. In many cases 
peaches, apricotr, cherries, plums, currants, 
frapes, etc., pay handsome return per acre. 
!ut what is tbe moral to be learned ? River­ 
side and vicinity is free from fruit pests, and 
the people there insist on keeping free from 
them, therefore the Urge returns. At Los 
Angeles, Mr. Wolfskill, McKinley Brothers 
aud others have fought the pasts, and are re­ 
ceiving high returns. Many of our fruit 
growers in Central California have succeeded 
iu checking the spread of insect pests in their 
orchards, and are amply rewarded for their 
work. But the outlook at present is “ that 
onlv the fittest wili survive.” 
The Bug Crowd held an informal social at 
the parlors of Starke’s Hotel, San Bernar­ 
dino. on the evening of the 17th, and abo at 
the pallors of the Cosmopolitan Hotel, Los 
Angeles, on the evening of the 20tb, which, 
to say the least, were pleasant affairs.
